Lyautey Moves to Capital. 

Marshal Lyautey has moved his head- 
quarters to Fez, so as to be in close 
contact with the operations. Here it is 
believed that Fez is the immediate ob- 
jective of the Riffian attack. 

It is toward that ancient capital that 
the tribesmen are advancing through the 
line of French blockhouses and making 
a most determined attempt to raise re- 
volt among other tribes. Excursions 
into the French zone have occurred 
almost the whole length of the 210-mile 
front, but their object apparently is 
to keep the French line extended and 
prevent effective concentration. 

It is from Seshuan that Abd-el-Krim 
is believed to be conducting his opera- 
tions. His success in raising the local 
tribes, while disquieting for the French, 
has not been entirely successful, and a 
great deal depends upon the quickness 
with which the French can strike. 

A telegram from Rabat to the Temps 
today states that infiltration of the Rif- 
fians has already practically stopped, 
but this is considered due to the concen- 
tration which has been taking place in 
Seshuan for a direct attack on the Wez- 
zan district. In all, Abd-el-Krim is be- 
lieved to have between 30,000 and 40,000 
armed men, with a considerable amount | 
of artillery. Over the French he has the 
great advantage that his troops are ex-| 
tremely mobile. Marshal Lyautey, how- 
ever, has absolute confidence that with 
the men at his disposal he will be able 
to check the invasion, prevent the local 
tribes rising and throw back the Rif-| 
fians within the Spanish zone. 

At the Quai d’Orsay today it was re- 
peated that the French Government 
would observe strictly the conditions of | 
the treaty of Algeciras and respect the 
line of demarcation between the French 
and Spanish zones.

The success of 
the members of the Sinnott family, old 
friends of the Mayor and related to him 
by marriage, in obtaining lucrative em- 
ployment or in building up a prosperous 
business has long been a topic of dis- 
cussion and a matter of some envy in 
Democratic organization cireles. The in- 
vestigation has shown that members 8r 
the family have received $170,000 in sal- 
aries and fees directly from the city. 


Call Information Grave. 


Mr. Kerrigan in announcing partial re- 
sults of a long-continued investigation, 
which has been intensive in the last two 
weeks, declared that some of his infor- 
mation obtained from contractors was 
of a “grave nature’ and indicated that 
extreme methods had been employed 
to obtain commissions for writing bonds 
on contracts with the city. Mr. Kerri- 
gan asserted that Sinnott & Canty, ac- 
cording to the evidence before him, had 
relied almost entirely upon the brotherly 
relationship between J. Paul Sinnott and 
John F. Sinnott, the Mayor’s secretary 
and son-in-law, to get this business. 

Several contractors, who refused to 
give their bonding business to Sinnott 
& Canty, testified that they lost con- 
tract on which they were low bidders, 
Mr. Kerrigan said. One contractor, he 
added, referred to the treatment he re- 
ceived for refusal as ‘‘punishment.” 
Practically every successful bidder on 
any large city project in the last two 
years had been solicited to place its 
business with Sirfnott & Canty, some- 
times roughly and sometimes gently, 
Mr. Kerrigan said. He added that two 
contractors ordered a representative of 
the firm out of their offices because 
of his offensive tactics. 

Most of the contractors so far exam- 
ined have been engaged in the con- 
struction of public schools, but Mr.

LAID 70 COOLIDGE'S 
POLICY ON ECONOMY 


His Governmental Program Is 
Misinterpreted by Public, 
Merchants. Complain.

FEAR SPREAD OF MOVEMENT 


White House Visitors Tell Executive 
That Advocacy of Federal Thrift 
Is Hurting Business.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Misinterpre- 
tation of President Coolidge’s policy of 
economy in governmental affairs is hav- 
ing a retarding effect on buying, ac- 
cording to retailers. In many sections 
of the country, they say, people are re- 
sponding to the pleadings of President 
Coolidge for saving in Government ex- 
penditures by buying only absolute 
necessities. 

Retail business men do not hesitate to 
say that there has been a decrease in 
buying and that a buyers’ strike, simi- 
lar to that which existed after the war 
period, is making its appearance. 

The effect of this is that seasonal buy- 
ing has decreased to such an extent that 
retailers are not stocking up as they 
have in previous seasons. If this con- 
tinues, some retailers say that it will 
affect manufacturing, and in the end the 
general prosperity of the country will 
be adversely affected. At the present 
time the buying lull appears to be en- 
tirely in retail business, but unless there 
is more spirited buying some trade ex- 
perts think that inertia will spread and 
seriously affect all industry. 


View Put Before Coolidge. 


Friends of the Administration, Sena- 
tors and others who have come to the 
White House after trips home, report 
that President Coolidge Is being criti- 
cized for emphasizing so strongly the 
need for reducing governmental ex- 
penses. They say that business men are 
entirely in accord with’ the general atti- 
tude of the Admitistration on economy 
in Government, but they assert that 
there is no doubt that the effect of the 
President's advice on this subject has 
been, with the general public, the oppo- 
site to what he intended. Some White 
House visitors have been bold enough 
to put this view before the President, 
but the impression they gained was that 
nothing that the President has said 
could be accepted as advising personal 
economies. 

Senator Fess of Ohio, assistant whip 
of the Senate, after calling on the Presi- 
dent recently, said that there was a let 
up in business in many sections of the 
country and that business men had 
told him that it was due in part to the 
policy of President Coolidge and his 
acts. One critic stated that the print- 
ing of stories that the President had not 
bought a new Easter suit and was hav- 
ing his old hat remade had had the psy- 
chological effect of inducing many per- 
sons who read such an announcement to 
follow suit. The utterances and acts 
of the President, some business men say, 
influence personal savings when the 
necessity is absent. 

Former Governor Allen of Kansas 
while here last week made the same 
diagnosis of the retail business situation. 
and urged that there be less said about 
economies in the hope that the present 
psychology might be changed. 

The complaint of business men in 
Washington is particularly severe. Here 
retail store receipts have been cut 
sharply, according to report. Many 
Government departments are discharg- 
ing employes, and this has injured local 
business,

| Mariotti Gets 5 Years for $43,000 Theft; 


Prospect of Leniency If Losses Are Paid

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., May

mer Italian Vice Consul of Westches- 
ter County, who pleaded guilty to de- 
frauding fellow countrymen of $43,000 
through his private banks in Yonkers 
and White Plains, was sentenced today 
Court Justice George H.

New orders assuring complete publicity 
on thé operations of smugglers were 
issued today by Brig. Gen. Lincoln C., 
Andrews, the new Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury in charge of Customs 
Service, a duty which includes the con- 
duct of the battle against the rum-run- 
ners. 

Through a revision of the old orders, 
secrecy in regard to the findings against 
smugglers was wiped out by General 
Andrews, who issued instructions that 
after investigations had been made and 
the smugglers found guilty the collec-

MOBILIZE DRY FLEET 
FOR BIG LIQUOR DRIVE 


Fifty Fighting Ships Raitly. to 
Launch Offensive to Break 
Up Rum Armada. 


ALL VESSELS WELL ARMED 


Crews Are Shifted Suddenly as 
the Time Nears for “‘Starva- 
tion” Campaign. 


Fifty fighting ships awaited word off 
Staten Island last night to launch the 
greatest anti-rum offensive this port has 
seen since the first dowdy-looking liquor 
schooner dropped anchor outside Sandy 
Hook and Rum Row began, with its 
murders and brawls, in that rendezvous 
of the sea’s scourings. 

The fleet was called from regular 
patrols along the coast, and the cutters 
and fast launches, destroyers and sub- 
marine chasers made an _ imposing 
threatening array lying out from Piers 
17 and 18 at Stapleton. Provisions were 
being hoisted aboard, and following a 
conference of executive officers the 
crews of all boats were suddenly shifted 
about so that scarcely a ship retained 
more than two of its original enlisted 
personnel. 

‘For the good of the service,’ was the 
somewhat cryptic explanation vouch- 
safed by officers, 

The wholesale transfer, which was 
entirely unexpected, led to reports that 
the fleet would steam for Rum Row at 
dawn this morning. Reports in this city, 
however, had the time of departure as 
tonight, with a ‘‘starvation and surveil- 
lance’’ blockade of the liquor freighters 
scheduled to start tomofrow morning. 


Plan Stronger Measures. 


The fact that ‘‘stronger measures’”’ 
were contemplated in the Coast Guard 
warfare on the rum ships was admitted 
by Captain W. V. E. Jacobs, New York 
Divisional Commandant of the Coast 
Guard, after he visited the guard base 
at Stapleton and inspected the Federal 
vessels. He had a long conference with 
Captain John Bryan, in command of 
the base. 

‘“‘We have been making efforts during 
the past year,”’ said Captain Jacobs, ‘‘to 
stop the rum fleet from landing. illicit 
goods. However, we have found it nec- 
essary to.take stronger measures than 
were employed. For this reason the 
fleet is being assembled in a more ef- 
ficient manner. This is made possible 
with the new equipment which is at our 
command.” 

Captain Jacobs denied that orders had 
been issued to his men to ‘“‘shoot first 
and ask questions afterward.” He said 
that the purpose of the fleet was to 
maintain a constant watch on the ships 
of the rum armada and thus harry 
them. Small boats would be fearful "to 
make contact with the liquor vessels 
with a Federal ship standing by, since 
mere contact would enable the Coast 
Guard craft to seize the small boat. 

It was learned that the Federal squad- 
rons, when ready to put out to scruti- 
nize the rusty tramps and dingy schovun- 
ers of the ~row, would consist of ten 
cutters and about forty smaller ships. 
Fight of the -cutters were off Staten 
Island last night. They were the Gresh-, 
am, Mojave, Redwing, Seminole, Sen- 
eca, Tallapoosa, Yamacan and Acush- 
nett. Each of the cutters is equipped 
with two six-inch guns, two anti-air- 
craft guns, four one-pounders and ma- 
chine guns. There is a crew 
seventy on each vessel. 

Crews Object to Transfers. 


There were thirty-two ‘“‘picket’’ boats 
at thé Staten Island base. Wach car- 
ries a crew of from five to twelve men, 
with a boatswain in charge. Their 
armament consisted of one-pounders 
and machine guns, 

The operations of the rum-fighting 
fleet will be directed from Coast Guard 
headquarters in the Barge Office, which 
has jurisdiction along the coast from 
Section Base No. 1, which is the supply 
ship Pickering, stationed at Atlantic 
City, to the supply ship Argus, at Sec- 
tion Base No. 2, at Staten Island. 

The shifting of the crews occasioned 
some grumbling among the men, some 
of whom had been shipmates since their 
enlistment. The order for the transfer 
was received trom Washington at 5 
P, M., ana the men were lined up on the 


pier heads for reassignment. 

While officers would not go beyond 
their statement that the shifting had 
been done to improve the efficiency of 
the service, it was intimated that this 
step, like the general offensive, had 
been decided upon as a result of the 
visit last. week of General Lincoln C., 
Andrews, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury in charge of Federal anti- 
liquor activities. Secretary Andrews 
inspected the Staten Island base and 
then journeyed to New London, where 
he made a searching inspection of per- 
sonnel and ships.

The Ambassador spoke at a dinner 
given by the Pilgrims’ Society. It was 
his first public welcome in this country. 
There was a representative gathering to 
meet him. 

+ Mr. Houghton read his reply from a 
typewritten manuscript. The manner of 
delivery hardly detracted from the quale 
ity of the matter contained in his speech, 
His audience generally thought more of 
what he said than of how he said it. It 
was the unanimous opinion that the new 
representative of the United States was 
a worthy successor in the line of Ameri- 
| can Ambassadors to the Court of St. 
| James.

CHALLENGES RIGHT. 
TO GIVE GOLD CREDIT 


Crosby Says if Bank’s Money 
Is for British Government, Con- 
gress Should Pass on It. 


QUOTES CHURCHILL’SWORDS 


Precedent Might Be Embarrassmg 
in Dealing With Other Governments, 
Former Treasury Official Asserts. 
_—_—

WASHINGTON, May 4.—The authority 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York to arrange for a credit of $200,- 
000,000 in favor of the Bank of Eng- 
land in connection with the re-establish- 
ment of the gold standard by Great 


Britain without action by Congress, 
was questioned today in a statement by 
Oscar T. Crosby, Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury in the Wilson Administra- 
tion and one of the American financial 
advisers abroad during the war. 

In, building up his argument -Mr. 
Crosby quotes from a_ statement at- 
tributed to Winston Churchill, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer of Great Britain, 
that he (Churchill) had made arrange- 
ments to obtain credits of $300,000,000 
or more from the United States. This 
statement Mr. Crosby interprets as pos- 
sibly meaning that the credits estab- 
lished by the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York are to be reloaned to the 
British Government by the Bank of 
England, and if that proves to be so 
Mr. Crosby feels that the transaction is 
“directly charged with political value.” 

The position: attributed to the Federal 
Reserve Board that it has no right of 
supervision over the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New*York in the transaction 
also is questioned by Mr. Crosby, and 
he further_expresses the hope that future 
developments will show that there has 
not been established a precedent which 
may prove embarrassing where other 
foreign nations are involved. 

.Mr. Crosby’s statement covers the 
credits of $200,000,000 provided for the 
Bank of England by the New York Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank and also the credit 
of $100,000,000 provided directly for the 
British Government by J. P. Morgan & 
Co. In the latter transaction Mr. Cros- 
by says the people have no direct right 
or interest to inquire. 


Crosby’s Statement. 


The statement by Mr. Croshy reads: 
‘“‘Last week's headlines announced a 


financial event of great importance. A 
credit established by the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York of about $2 per 
capita for every person in the United 
States and in favor of the Bank of Eng- 
and is described as being a weighty 
contribution to the replacing of the 
pound sterling on a gold basis. 

“The exact language used by Mr. 
Strong, Governor of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York, as quoted in the 
press, is as follows: 

‘““*In connection with the re-establish- 
ment of a free gold market in London, 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
has completed an arrangement, in which 
other Reserve banks will participate, to 
place $200,000,000 gold at the disposal of 
the Bank of England if desired. It is 
believed that this will be an effective aid 
toward general resumptien of gold pay- 
ments.’ 

“The corresponding announcement by 
J. P. Morgan & Co. is as foilows: 

“*‘In connection with the re-establish- 
ment of a free gold market in London 
the British Government has arranged a 
credit of $100,000,000 with J. P. Morgan 


“It is to be noted in the first case the 
Bank of England is mentioned as the 
beneficiary of whatever transactions in 
detail may result from the placing at 
their disposal by the Federal Reserve 
a of New York of $200,000,000 in 
gold. 

‘‘In the second case ‘it is the British 
Government directly which obtains a 
credit from a private bank’ concern. 

“Mr. Churchill, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, is quoted in cable dispatches 
as saying: 

‘““*T have made arrangements to ob- 
tain, if required, credits from the United 
States, of not less than $300,000,000, with 
a pgeubiiity of expansion, if need be.’ 

“The unity of the transaction into 
which the two New York establishments 
have entered is thus indicated, although 
no information has thus far appeared 
from any source that I have seen as to 
the detailed methods in which these 
credits are to be used. 

“Into the business of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. in this matter the public has no 
direct right or interest to inquire. 


Public Interest in Reserve Bank. 


“We are concerned, however, in the 
operations of the Federal Reserve sys- 


tem, whose resources are held in a sort 
of partnership between the American 
public and certain private banks. 

“Suppose that the lasguage quoted 
above from Governor Strong means only 
that his bank has agreed to purchase, 
prime commercial bills bearing the en- 
dorsement of the Bank of England, and 
carrying also, perhaps, a guarantee 
against possible losses due to fluctua- 
tions of exchanges. In this case the 
bank will be exercising its statutory 
right, and no political question would 
be involved, save that of the propriety 
of devoting for a time $200,000,000 of 
Américan resources to an investment 
which would not normally have been 
made, but which is now entered intd-to 
subserve the announced purpose of sta- 
bilizing British currency 

“If, however, the words in question 
mean that a loan is to be made to the 
Bank of England for the express purpose 
of relending this sum to the British 
Government, the business becomes more 
directly charged with political value. 
Note that Mr. Churchill's words are: 

‘**T have made arrangements,’ &c. In 
this case Mr. Churchill's ‘I’ is in fact 
the British Government. 

“With the objective held in view by 
all the parties to this transaction, most 


States will not move physically to any 
large extent, but largely as a result of 
adoption of the gold standard in this 
and other countries it gradually will be- 
come active and become the foundation 
of credit in many parts of the world. 
If that is so, there will ensue a slow 
but healthy and perfectly legitimate ex- 
pansion of credit all over the world. 
“We are told we might be flooded 
with gold. That is not precisely the 
problem which occupied the minds of 
my advisers in recent months. Alone 
among the countries of the world we 
need fear no violent flooding of gold 
because, owing to farseeing provision in 
American debt agreement, we are en- 
abled to pay our debt to the United 
States in gold. Therefore if we are 
flooded with gold all the Treasury would 
have to .do would be to float an inter- 
national loan by gold and remit it to 
the United States. This would have the 
advantage of substituting an internal 
debt for an external one. But that sort 
of thing happens in heaven (laughter). 
“If gold is released from the United 
States it would go to European and 
other countries and set them on their 


legs again and we should benefit from} 


the general revival.’’ 
Gold Standard Only “Reality.” 


Mr. Churchill continued: 

“We are often told the gold standard 
will shackle us to the United States. The 
gold standard will shackle us to reality, 
for good or ill. I believe it is the only 
basis which offers any permanent se- 
curity for our affairs. The economic 


foundation of Great Britain must be, as 
far as possible, based on reality. ‘We 
are not only the financial centre of the 
world but the centre of a wide empire. 
If we detach ourselves from the great 
self-governing dominions in a matter of 
this kind, we run a great risk of be- 
coming isolated, of loosening the bond. 
Canada already is on a gold standard, 
South Africa is about to return to the 
old standaril, and I received inquiries 
rom Australia indicating what her de- 
sires are. , 

“If we take the opposite decision, or, 
worst of all, show ourselves incapable 
of taking any decision at all, the self- 
governing dominions might come on a 
gold standard. themselves andthe 
mother country alone would be left pur- 
— a different policy. The dominions 
would all have. traded together and 
with the United States on a gold basis, 
but with the pound left out. It would 
have been on the gold basis of the dol- 
lar. and not of the pound. It would 
have been a condition of affairs disas-

“Another point of interest is present- 
ed by this case—namely, whether or not 
in such a matter the Federal Reserve 
Board is by statute er practice expected 
to pass upon such an undertaking of a 
particular Federal Reserve Bank. Gov- 
ernor Crissinger of the board has been 
quoted in the press (as I understand 
words) to the effect that the board has 
no right of supervision in this case. 
But there is doubt, I believe, as to the 
soundness of this view. A transaction 
which, to say the least, seems to blaze 
the way for most important internation- 
al relationships, might reasonably be ex- 
pected by the public to be within the 
control of a board whose members are 
full-fleded Government officials.

Guinness stated, the Federal Reserve 
Bank had undertaken to give the Bank

est, 

The second arrangement was with a 
syndicate headed by the house of Mor- 
ag with the British Government direct, 
or a revolving credit of $100,000,000. 

In each case the arrangement was for 
two years’ interest, to be paid as and 
when the credit was drawn on, at 1 per 
cent. above the Federal Reserve dis- 
count rate, with a minimum of 4 per 
cent. and a maximum of 6 per cent.; or 
if the Federal Reserve discount rate 
exceeded 6 per cent., then at the dis- 
count rate of that bank. 

Outlining the intentions of the bill 
Mr. Guinness for the most part retraced 
the details as presented by Winston 
Churchill, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
in his budget statement, and expressed 
the hope that there would be no delay 
in passing the bill. He explained that 
the bill was based on the _ historical 
precedent of resumption of gold stand- 
ard in 1819, after the Napoleonic wars. 
but today the task was easier and con- 
ditions were more favorable because 
action had not been taken until parity 
had already been virtually re-estab- 
lished. 

The Financial Secretary emphasized 
that any credits raised under the bill 
must be repaid within two years. He 
belleved there was no fear of a con- 
sequent rise in the bank rate or a rise 
in prices, as had been intimated by some 
of the Labor members. It was the 
opinion of all the best expert evidence 
that the difference in price levels be- 
tween Great Birtain and the United 
States now was so small, if, indeed it 
existed at all, as to be consistent with 
the view that Great Britain had reached 
a stage where its purchasing power was 
at parity. The Government belief was 
that there would be no serious move- 
ment of prices either way from the 
present level.

Body of Galvin, Missing Since 
March, Taken From River With 
Bullet Wound in Head. 


3 ARRESTED FOR KILLING 


Dead Man’s Mother Told ver Tele- 
phone Two Weeks Ago ~hat 
Son Had Been Shot. 


Information that her son had been shot 
and killed, impartéd by a mysterious 
telephone call to Mrs. Mary Galvin, two 
weeks ago, was verified yesterday after- 
noon when Dr. Charles Norris, Chief 
Medical Examiner, performed an au- 
topsy on the body of Thomas Francis 
Galvin, recovered from the Hast River 
on Saturday and announced that the 
young man had been shot through the 
head. 

A few hours later three young men, 
companions of Galvin, were arrested by| 
Detective Thomas Devine of the East 
Sixty-seventh Street Station and charged 
with the murder. The men gave their 
mames as James Stockdale, 26 years 
old, of 320 East Sixty-first Street; Jo- 
seph Madden, 28 years old, of 488 East 
Seventy-fourth Street, and William Con- 
roy, 26 years old, of 1,302 First Avenue. 

Mrs. Galvin of 438 East Sixty-eighth 
Street received a telephone message 
from an unidentified man who told her 
that his conscience was bothering him 
and that her son Thomas, who had been 
missing from his home since March 11, 
had been killed at Seventy-fourth Street 
and First Avenue and his body thrown 
fnto the river. 

Following the receipt of the mysteri- 
ous message, Detective Devine took 
Stockdale to the East Sixty-seventh 
Street station and questioned him for 
seven hours, but failed to obtain any ad- 
mission from him that he knew anything 
of Galvin’s whereabouts or of the tele- 
whone message. At that time Galvin 
was merely reported missing, although 
the police were convinced that he had 
been killed. Yesterday Devine again 
took Stockdale to the station house and 
after questioning him placed him under 
arrest. 


Stockdale, Madden and Conroy all in- 
sist that Galvin had been with them 
early on tne evening of March 11 but 
that he left avout 10 o’clock, ostensibly 
to go home. 

The volice say Stockdale, who is said 
to be a chauffeur, was convicted of a 
hold-up in 1922 and sentenced to two 
years in Sing Sing prison. 


Shortly before the hold-up Galvin was 


wounded in a fight, the police say, and 


thougn no formal complaint of the 
shooting was made, they believe the men 
now locked up know something of the 
detalis.

STINNES DEMANDED PLEDGE 


Government Had to Choose Between 
Payment and Break With 
France, Minister Says.

| abed during the last few days, Foreign 


Minister Stresemann appeared today as 
the star witness before the Reichstag 
committee investigating the granting by 
the German Government of credits to the 
big Ruhr magnates. These credits, it 
will be remembered, were extended when 
Stresemann was Chancellor and totaled 
about $175,000,000. They brought down 
upon the German Government a storm of 
criticism, especially from the Socialists, 
when they were divulged a few months 
ago, since they were granted without 
previous Reichstag approval and savored 
of favoritism toward Hugo Stinnes and 
other Ruhr captains of industry. 

Government spokesmen, includin 
Chancellor Luther, have maintaine 
ever since the bursting of the storm last 
December that it was a question either 
of granting the credits, thus enabling 
the industrialists to meet the burdens 
imposed upon them by the French and 
Belgian authorities in the occupied Ruhr 
district, or of having the Ruhr industries 
collapse entirely, thus bringing economic 
catastroph to Germany. 

In his testimony today, Stresemann 
adopted the same line of defense for the 
Government’s action. He declared it 
was the Government's duty to guarantee 
to the Ruhr industrialists repayment of 
the burdens assumed by them as soon 
as Governmental finances permitted. 

He said the action was determined 
upon in conferences wherein Hugo 
Stinnes participated, at one of which 
Stinnes stated he and his fellow mag- 
nates must be able to pledge the Ger- 
man Government’s agreement to repay 
in order that they might get foreign 
credits wherewith to meet French and 
——— demands. 

stresmann further testified that later 
the Rhur industrialists informed the 
German Government they had been un- 
able to obtain sufficient foreign money. 

Asked when the German Government 
got the idea applying a part of the 
loan expected under the Dawes plan to 
reimbursing the Ruhr magnates, Strese- 
mann said the idea originated in April 
last year. In conferences with the Ruhr 
magnates it was pointed out that 
assuming thé awes plan went into ef. 
fect in July 1924, it might be possible 
to get French and Belgian consent to 
dating the loan back to the previous 
April so some of the proceeds might be 
applied to reimbursing the Ruhr indus- 
trialists.

IN JERSEY RUM CASE 


Prosecutor and Others Named 
in Sweeping Inquiry by 
the Grand Jury. 


CHARGE BRIBES AND GRAFT 


Morris County Presentments Ask 
Governor to Oust the Accused 
Officials. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MORRISTOWN, N. J., May 4.—A Mor- 
ris County special Grand Jury, sitting 
here today, after investigating for two 
months stories of open violation of the 
prohibition law, returned twenty-eight 
indictments against county officials and 
others. 

Chief among the accused is the County 
Prosecutor himself, James H. Bolitho, a 
Democratic. official in a Iepublican 
county, appointed by a Democratic Gov- 
ernor. The prosecutor has had the ac- 
tive support of the New Jersey Anti- 
Saloon League and has been praised as 


a fearless official. 

Twelve indictments naming him in 
person and six in conjunction with 
others accuse him of accepting bribes, 
extortion, malfeasance in office and as- 


| sault and battery. In a presentiment bit- 


terly denouncing the conduct of the 
prosecut..’s office it is recommended 
that the Governor and the Assembly 
start immediate proceedings to have 
him removed. 

Besides Bolitho the indictments name 
William A. Hegarty, former Assistant 
Prosecutor; Fred Hubert, Assistant 
County Detective; Daniel A, Marinaro, 
Morristown lawyer; Pasquale Mutarello, 
a real estate dealer; Joseph Feldman, 
proprietor of a roadhouse; George Es- 
tler, Boonton truckman and brother of 
Sheriff Charles E, Bstler, and Arthur 
McDonnell, Max Reidler, Frank_ Salvi, 
Samuel Gould, John Macefield, William 
McDavitt and John Antonaccio, special 
constables. F 

Six of the true bills charge Bolitho, 
Marinaro, Mutarello, Hubert, Hegarty 
and McDonnell with conspiracy ; another | 
charges Hubert with bribery; another 
accusses Mutarello of bribery_and vio- 
lation of the. Hobart act, the local pro- 
hibition law enforcement order, and the 
remainder charge Reidler and Estler 
with violation of the Hobart act and | 
Salvi, Gould,, Macefield, McDavitt and 
Antonaccio with assault and battery. 

The presentment recommended that 
the county prohibition enforcement 
force named in the indictments be re- | 
lieved and a new force installed, as the 
appointees of both the Sheriff and the 
prosecutor ‘‘held neither the respect nor 
the confidence of the people of the 
county.’’ It recommended changes in 
the keeping of the county record and 
criticised the conduct of the County 
Judge for his alleged lax manner in 
remitting and reducing fines, of which 
there was not formal record. 

Prosecutor Bolitho did not seem great- 
ly disturbed at the sudden turn of 
events. He was not present in court 
when Justice Parker received the indict- 
ments, but after he was informed of the 
event he immediately got in touch with 
John Hathis, an attorney of Newark, 
who will represent him in future pro- 
ceedings, and said he was ready to 
make a fight. He would not comment 
upon the action of the Grand Jury ex- 
cept to say that he would probably have 
a statement to make today that would 
contain interesting disclosures. 


PADLOCKS APPLIED- 
TO 9 MORE PLACES 


Several Defendants Agree to Close 
for Two Months for Dry 
Law Violations. 





Federal Judge John C. Knox held the 
first trial session of the Padlock Court 
yesterday, with fifteen cases on the 
calendar.

In two of the cases the defendant 
failed to appear.

The defendants were Joseph Bon- 
ner and William Lefavey at 1,944 Lex- 
ington Avenue, and Joseph Eagan and 
Joseph Hansard at 1,560 Second Avenue. 

Three of the defendants decided to 
stand trial and were sentenced to close 
their places for three to four months. 
They were Hugh Connolly, Thomas Fitz- 
patrick and George Ehret, with premises 
at 995 Amsterdam Avenue; the Peter 
Doelger Brewing Company and John 
Busick, at 1,006 First venue, and 
Michael Hogan, at 775 Ninth Avenue. 


SEARCH FOR LIQUOR 
BY POLICE IS UPHELD 


Backner Says Raling Means War- 
rant Is Not Needed—Does Not 
Apply to Dry Agents. 





United States Attorney Emory R. 
Buckner announced yesterday that In a 


United States Circuit Court of Appenis 
decision it was held that city and State 
police officers had the right to search 
for liquor without a search warrant. 
Federa! prohibition and other anti-liquor 
agents do not enjoy the same privilege, 
however, he said. 

The decision was hailed as one likely 
to have a great effect on the fight to 
halt rum-running and bootlegging. State 
troopers and municipal policemen, under 
the decision, may halt automobiles and 
look into them, and may demand that 
suspicious looking packages be opened, 
Mr. Buckner explained, and said that 
the decision would put a strong weapon 
in the hands of State agents seeking to 
stem this Summer's expected flow of 
liquor over the Canadian border. 

he principle of law was laid down in 
the case of William Schroder, who was 
a New York policeman when, on Aug. 
27 last year, he was arrested by two 
members of the Special Service Squad in 
the act of transporting six bottles of 
gin in an automobile. The policemen 
who made the arrest saw Schroder walk 
out of a hallway in West Fifty-fourth 
Street. He had a bundle in his arms, 
which he put into tite automobile. The 
arresting officers opened the package 
and found the gin. 

Schroder was tried before Federal 
Judge West and convicted on two 
counts—possession and transportation of 
liquor. He was fined $500 on each 
count, and later one of the counts was 
thrown out. Schroder appealed on the 
ground that his rights under the Fourth 
and Fifth Amendments to the Constitu- 
tion had been violated. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals in its 
opinion held that the seizure of the gin 
had not been accomplished contrary to 
law, and that the constitutional rights 
of Schrofler had not been violated. The 
decision made the point that the arrest- 
ing officers were not Federal men, nor 
hac they been instigated by agents of 
the Government, and that the constitu- 
tional amendments raised by Schroder 
in his behalf did not apply to officers 
of a State Government. The case 
against Schroder was tried and handled 
on appeal by John M. Cashin, Special 
Assistant United States Attorney.

When I telephoned 
to Harley, as I frequently did, I always 
identified Myself under that designation,, 
never by any name. I know, of my own 
knowledge, that all employes working 
under Harley went by initial letters and 


numbers, as I would meet them in the 
room where their reports were being 
made out and they would tell me their 
designations and would see these 
designations on the reports which they 
were preparing. 

“While employed by the Raé#io Cor- 
poration of America, I frequently met 
Cecilja Lambert at Harley’s office and 
I knew her as ‘C-3,' She was Going in: 
vestigating work and reporting to Har- 
ley under that designation. Since my 
recent employment by the De Forest 
Company I have on several occasions 
seen this same Cecilia Lambert at the. 
De Forest plant in Jersey City. I was 
likewise told by another employe who 
was working under Harley, whose name 
I do hot reeall, that there was at that 
time_another investigator stationed at 
the Pho Forest plant who was known 
as ‘B-10.’” 

After saying that he arranged ‘for 
Thies to procure certain information 
concerning the complainant, Bowlby de- 
clares he passed on Thies’s written re- 
port to Harley, adding, “this report 
contained, among other things, a de- 
scription of all the machinery used in 
the tube department of the De Forest 
Radio Company while he was working 
there, as far as he could remember the | 
same, together with the method of oper- 
ating these machines; also the informa- | 
tion regarding filament wire used by 
that company in making its tubes and 
where they obtained the same.”’ 

Bernice M. Jennings, employed as typ- 
ist by the Radio Corporation of America 
from November, 1924, to April 1925, said 
an employment agency sent her to Room 
301, 25 Beaver Street, where she asked 
for Mr, Harley. She was engaged by a 
Mr. Silverton. There were six girls 
under Mr. Harley in Rooms 301 and 302, 
she says. Harley’s private office was 
Room 303. She alleges that Room 217 
in the same building was also occupied 
by a girl under Harley’s direction and 
was also used by Radio Corporation's 
investigators. 


Instructed on Secrecy. 


Soon after she began work, alleges 
Miss Jennings, she was told’ by several 
other employes in the-office not to give 
out any information regarding the people 
in the three rooms, or their business, 
and also not to let anybody know that 
there was any connection between the 


employes there and the Radio Corpora- | 
tion of America. Two weeks later she 
was transferred to Room 217. Once a 
man dropped in and asked for Mr. Har- 
ley. She directed him to Room 301. 
When Harley heard of the incident he 
is alleged to have said to Miss Jen- 
nings, “‘In the future, if any one comes 
here and asks for me, you don’t know 
me nor anything about me, and no one 
here has anything to do with any radio 
business whatever.” 

Harley, the affidavit continues, re- 
ceived written reports from many in- 
vestigators, They were usually stamped 
with Harley’s initials and then went to 
Silverton, who stamped them with his 
designation, ‘‘C-2."’ 

When she first began copying the re- 
ports, says Miss Jennings in her affi- 
davit, they were headed by the name 
of the person or concern under investi- 
gation. For three months prior to April 
10, 1925 she received almost daily re- 
ports from ‘“‘C-3,"" Cecilla Lambert, re- 
ports headed “In re De Forest,’’ but 
subsequently the heading was changed to 
**381"" and that number was given to the 
file which contained matters relating to 
the De Forest Company. 

The reports covered many things, the 
affidavit alleges, including the time em- 
ployes began and quit work, ‘‘whether 
there were few or many employes at 
work, whether they worked overtime or 
less than full time, whether business 
was brisk or slow, what employes were 
discharged and what new ones were 
taken on, the names and addresses of 
employes, so far as she was able to give 
them; instructions issued to foremen and 
persons in charge, notices posted in the 
departments governing the personnel of | 
superintendents and foremen, why a | 
foreman had been laid off, efforts mode 
to speed up production, and especially 
what took place in the power tube de- 
partment; on two or thre occasions her 
reports contained attempted drawings of 
machines used in the department in 
which she was working.’’ 

Several times Miss Lambert, it was 
alleged, sent in with her report some 
pieces of filament wire, and she also 
sent in» what she designated as “gold 
seals,’ used in connection with the 
manufacture of power tubes. 


Corroborates Bowlby. 


Willlam Buckbee, a tester in the De 
Forest Laboratory, swears In an affi- 
davit that in company with a young lady 
he met Harley, at the latter’s sugges- 
tion. With Harley was Miss Johnson, 
whom Buckbee says he knew to be a 


De Forest employe. Harley, Buckee as- 
serts, told him that Miss Johnson was 
an investigator for the Radio Corpora- 
tion and that she was one of five or 
six employed in the De Forest plant who 
were also employed by the defendant. 
“At that interview,’’ the affidavit 
continues, “‘Harley offered the young 
lady accompanying me a position as 
confidential investigator for the Radio 
Corporation of America and stated to 
her that as such confidential investi- 
gator he could get her a position with 
the De Forest Radio Company as ste- 
nographer, and that he wanted her, 
after having such a position, to secure 
certain private papers, papers and speci- 
cations and other papers of the De For- 
est Company ahd deliver the same to 
him. She declined to take the position,”’ 
Sylvester W. Crowley, manager of the 
audion division of the De Forest Radio 
Company, said he employed Cecilia Lam- 
bert, mentioned in the Bowlby and Jen- 
nings affidavits. She was discharged 
April 16, 1925, ‘‘because it was discov- 
ered that she was employed by the 
Radio Corporation of America, paid a 
salary by them and was making reports 
of complainant's business secrets to that 
company through John S. Harley, the 
defendant’s chief investigator.”’ 


Says Miss Lambert Confessed. 


Crowley says he was present on April 
16, 1925, when Miss Lambert admitted 
having furnished confidential reports to 
Harley, who assigned her to work for 
various concerns, receiving wages from 
her employer as well as salary and ex- 
penses from Harley. 


Mr. Luce, President of the De Forest 
Company, says that for eleven‘years his 
concern has been making, leasing and 
selling “radio receiving apparatus and 
audion tubes. For several years the de- 
fendant has been carrying on the same 
business with the possible exception of 
manufacturing, he declares. hile~ he 
has no definite information regarding 
the defendant’s manufacturing business, 
he says that as a result of agreements 
between the defendant, the General Elec- 
tric Company and the Westinghouse 
Electric and anstacrarme Company 
the defendant was required to buy part 
of what it sells from each company.

County Medical Society Joins 
Health Reserve Corps Formed 
by Monaghan.

Dr. Galdston Says Millions Are

Dr. Iago Galdston of the Medical So- 
ciety of the County of New York an- 
nounced plans yesterday for that or- 
ganization to help Dr. Frank J. Mona- 
ghan, Heaith Commissioner, in his re- 
cently formed Public Health Reserve 
Corps. . 

“It is apparent that physicians and 
health organizations of the city have 
a strong responsibility to the public,’’ 
said Dr. Galdston, ‘‘and just as ap- 
parent that influential parts of the 
public are under obligation to support 
efforts on behalf of the people at large. 
The Public Health Reserve Corps gives 
concrete expression to this obligation. 

“If the millions of dojlars which are 
mulected annually from the laboring 
classes by medical quacks, advertising 
in many foreign language newspapers 
and some native ones, could be saved for 
the working people and applied to better 
and happier Hving standards a great 


service would be done. This is part 
of the work for the Public Health Re- 
serve. ; 

“Obviously the care of the sick and 
the major part of public health educa- 
tion must still remain in the hands of 
the, regular health army—and any doc- 
tor’s family will tell you that this is no 
part-time job. We doctors can advance 
our scientific knowledge but we have 
no time to defend science itself. The 
profession cannot be expected to treat 
the sick, carry on research, cooperate 
in health movements and health educa-

To Renew Attack on Spaniards.

TANGIER, May 4.—Although since 
the withdrawal of the Spanish troops 
during last Autumn and Winter toward 
the coast there has been a lull in fight- 
ing in the north, it seems that the Riffi- 
ans do not intend to leave the Spanish 
lines long without attacking them in 
force and probably in more than one 
direction. 

On the Eastern front the Spaniards 
are said to be expecting an outbreak of 
hostilities to the southwest of Melilla, 
while it seems certain that Abd-El-Krim 
is preparing to attack the Spanish [ines 
between Tetuan and Tangier and on the 
frontier between Tangier and the Span- 


ish zone. His objective is to disperse 
the Spanish roops in that region and 
open the Tangier market to the half 
ne Jabala tribesmen. 

It is his intention to recognize, as he 
has always done, the special status ef 
Tangier and it is his adherents’ to create 
no incidents in the Tangier zone. 

It does not appear that Abd-el-Krim 
intends sending any very strong con- 
tingenta of Riffians to this district, as 
he relies on Jabala tribesmen to break 
the Spanish lines. But the Jabala tribes- 
men have lately been showing signs of 
desiring to return to Spanish allegiance 
and it may still be the wish of part of 
them to do go. Abd-el-Krim lately 
threatened reprisals against any tribes- 
men exhibiting such tendencies and some 
villages of the Anjera, whose inhabitants 
are accused of pro-Spanish proclivities, 
have lately been burned. For the mo- 
ment, at least, it seems that this return 
of friendly feeling toward the Spaniards 
has been cpushed. 

With such an extensive prsogram in 
view against the Spaniards it seems 
strange that Abd-el-Krim should have 
chosen this moment to make war on 
the French. There are, however, rea- 
sons that mayhave forced his hand. 

The tribes on the frontier between the 
Spanish and French zones in the regions 
north Fez and Taza, which owing to 
the distance of their territory , 
Tetuan and Tangier have not been able 
to take an active part in attacks on 
the Spanish forces in their present po- 
sition near the Mediterranean and At- 
lantic have become impatient. 

Last year’s advance of troops of the 
French Protectorate into the upper val- 
leys of the Wergha cut off rich corn- 
growing country and left these mountain 
tribesmen and to a large extent Abd-el- 
Krim’s army without adequate sources 
of supply. At the time of the French 
advance these frontier tribes appealed 
to Abd-el-Krim for assistance to resist 
the French, but such help as was given 
was totally inadequate and Abd-el-Krim 
made it quite clear that he was’ not at 
that moment desirous of starting a new 
campaign. The result was a certain 
amount of discontent among these tribes 
and then threats that they- would come 
to terms with the French. 


Anxious te Avoid Clash. 


During the autumn Abd-el-Krim on 
several occasions wrote me stating, that 
he was anxious to avoid hostilities with 
the French and was prepared to make 
arrangements for policing their frontier, 
but regretted that he could not accept 
as the frontier the line claimed by the 
French under the Treaty of 1912, which 
he stated did not correspond with the 
frontier as claimed by the Spaniards. 
The fact is, and Abd-el-Krim knows 
it well, that the frontier has never been 
delimitated or even in detail reed

Has Neo European Expert Advice. 


In this invasion of the French pro- 
tectorate and the secrecy with which the 
Riffian leaders have evaded the French 
posts and in the subsequent action upon 
local tribesmen Abd-el-Krim'’s men have 
again shown a very remarkable capacity 


for organization and tactical skill. 

It is difficult to credit any Riffian 
leader with the details of Abd-el-Krim’s | 
various program’and yet it appears, in| 
spite of reports to the contrary, that | 
he has no European expert advisers and 
stories about the presence of German 
and Turkish officers or others at Ajdir 
are entirely unconfirmed. A few Euro- 
pean adventurers have from time to 
time resided there but none of them re- 
mained long and none appear to have 
been men with any military capacity. 

It is becoming clearer day by day 
that Abd-el Krim himself is a man of 
very great ability. Even should his in- 
vasion of the French protectorate fail 
he has still scope for action of far- 
reaching importance in the Spanish 
zone. He has never for one moment 
abandoned his intention to drive the 
Spaniards out of Morocco. 

The strength of General de Rivera's 
line has not yet been tested. Will it 
withstand an organized attack by 
massed tribesmen? Will the Spaniards 
try to forestall such an attack by land- 
ing at Alhucemas and thus create a 
diversion? At Sheshuan the Riffiana are 
concentrating an important force. What 
is its objective? Sheshuan itself is al- | 
most equi-distant from Tetum and 
from Larache, from the Tangier zone 
and from the French frontier near Wez- 
zan. Where is this force destined to 
strike? No one knows. . 

The greatest secrecy is being main- 
tained. On this point and on his gen- 
eral program Abd-el-Krim’s intentions 
are shrouded in mystery. All that can 
be said is that wherever he strikes, as 
has just been proved in the French pro- 
tectorate, he will strike secretly and 
hard. There 1s thunder in the air, but 
where the next storm will burst it is im- 
possible to say. In any case it cannot 
be long delayed. 

I returned from Rabat overland to 
Tangier on Saturday. The road through 
the Spanish zone is strongly guarded 
and patrolled, and the Spaniards appear 
to be reinforcing the posts near the 
frontier of the Tangier zone. Although 
there had been bombing near the road 
on the previous day, all was quiet when 
I passed. 


KABYLES IN BAD PLIGHT.

Slight Advantage Is Apparent 
Over Nationalists in Mu- 
nicipal Contests. 


REDS LOSE TO SOCIALISTS 


Result Is Held to Show That the 
Mass of the People Eschew Both 
Revolution and Reaction.

PARIS, May 4.—Contrary to earlier 
indications, the Left parties appear to- 
day to have held a slight advantage 
over the Nationalists in the municipal 
election throughout France yesterday. 

The Minister of the Interior tonight 
issued statistics showing the trend of 
the election, according to the latest re- 
sults. 

Municipal Councils chosen 181, to be 
chosen or results unknown, 204. 

The political complexion of the com- 
pleted Municipal Councils is as follows: 

Conservatives, 6 Councils, a loss of 4; 
Republican-Democratic Union, 28 Coun- 
cils, a loss of 8; Left Republicans, 25, a 
loss of 14; Radical Republicans, 8, a loss 
of 2; Radical and Radical Socialists, 93, 
a gain of 18; Socialist Republicans, 5, a 
gain of 1; International Labor Federa- 
tion Socialists, 15, a gain of 39; Com- 
munists, nil. 

The Right loses 28 municipalities, the 
Left gains 28. 

Owing to the operation of the pro- 
portional system, it will not be until the 
second ballot is taken next Sunday that 
the final results will be known. The 
Radical Socialists and Socialists have, 
however, won complete victories. in 
several important cities and districts, 


such as Bordeaux, Toulouse, Calais, 
Orleans and Poitiers.

Today it was announced that Hinden- 
burg will not leave the train from Han- 
over at one of the big Berlin railway 

| stations, where his coming might cause

instead alight at Heerstrasse, a subur- 
ban station beyond Berlin’s west end. 


Leaving Hanover at 1 o’clock on the} 


afternoon of Monday, May 11, and trav- 
eling in a spécial parlor car attached 
to an express train, he will reach Heer- 
strasse at 5 o’clock Monday afternoon 
and will be greeted there by Chancellor 
Luther and other membérs of the Gov- 
ernment. The latter will include Gen- 
eral von Seeckt, the Minister of Defense; 
Herr Schiele, Minister of Interior; Herr 
| Meissner, Secretary to ex-President 
Ebert, who is to continue at the same 
post by Hindenburg’s wish; Mayor Béss 
of Berlin, State meerenere Kempner from 
the Chancellery and Acting Chief of Po- 
lice Friedensburg. 

From the Heerstrasse station the Pres 
ident-elect will motor to the Presidential 
Palace in Wilhelmstrasse, where he will 
spend the night. Next day he will drive 
in an open motor car, accompanied by 
Chancellor Luther and escorted by a 
squad of cavalry, to the Reichstag 
Building, where he will take the oath of 
office. Then he will return in the same 
motor car to the Presidential Palace, 
where Acting President Simons will turn 
over to him pending matters requiring 
action by the new President. 

Meanwhile at Hanover a flood of con- 
gratulatory messages and a crowd of 
visitors continue to pore in on Hinden- 
burg. If visitors are able to pass

CORPORATION BUREAU 
GETS $521,226 IN APRIL 


Reecipts for Month Constitute a 
New Record—1,995 Charters 
Are Granted. 


Special.to The New York Times, 
ALBANY, May 3.—With receipts in the 
sumneration Bureau amounting to $521,- 
226 for the month of April, the bureau 
aon established a new high record, Mrs.

During the first four months of this 
year 7,946 companies obtained charters

MEANTTO AID ENFORCEMENT 


Bevernntent Will Not Exhibit 1925 
' Income Tax Payments Untt 
After July 1.

» WASHINGTON, May 4.—Lists of names | 
@nd addresses of taxpayers which show} 
the amount paid as income tax by any | 
Person are Government property and| 
may be lawfully exhibited by the Gov-| 
ernment, even though it hurts or offends 
the taxpayers, according to a decision | 
today by the District of Columbia Court | 
of Appeals in a test tase involving the! 
right of the Government to publish in- | 
come tax returns under the 1924 revenue | 
law. | 

This was one of the cases arising out | 
of the action of Congress in authorizing | 
Publication of tax returns. The Gov-| 
ernment, while permitting newspapers | 
to copy amounts of income tax paid by 
individuals, has entered suit aaginst two 
newspapers for publishing these amounts | 
and the names of the persons who paid | 
them. | 

The case was brought by Gorham 
Hubbard of Boston, who sought an in-| 
junction against David H. Blair, Com- | 
missioner of Internal Revenue, to pre- 
vent publication of income-tax pay-| 
ments. Mr. Hubbard's principal con- | 
tention was that such publication vio-| 
lated the spirit and letter of the Fourth 
Amendment to the Constitution, which | 
denounces unreasonable search and seiz-| 
ure. Justice Hoechling, in the District 
eof Columbia Supreme Court, dismissed | 
Mr. Hubbard's petition and he appealed | 
to the Court of Appeals. 

The Fourth Amendment protects the| 
person and property of a citizen against | 
unreasonable search and seizure, the} 
Appellate Court noted, but since Mr. | 
Hubbard’s person and property were 
not involved, the Court brushed this| 
plea aside and, according to the opinion | 
signed by Justice Hatfield, it appears 
that the Court considered the intent and 
meaning of Congress in providing for 
tax publicity. 

“It seems to us,” the Court goes on 
to say, ‘‘that the provisions for public 
inspection of lists containing the name 


and address of each person making an 
fincome-tax return and the amount of 
tax paid by him were considered by 
Congress appropriate means of securing 
the enforcement of the Income Tax law, 
and that such provisions are plainly 
adapted to that end. They may cause 
many hardships and may prove inju- 
rious to many; it may develop that 
Congress was very unwise in enacting 
such provisions, but such cénsiderations 
in no way affect the constitutional au- 
thority of Congress in the premises.”’ 

It is understood that today’s decision 
will not serve to advance the date when 
income-tax payments payable in 1925 
gre made public. The Internal Revenue 
Bureau has indicated that there will be 
mo action regarding publicity before the 
end of the fiscal year, June 30, at least. 
The Internal Revenue Collector at 
Kansas City undertook recently to make 
ublic some of the payments made in 

arch and was directed to stop it. 

In announcing that or would 
Mot come at least until July_i—and it 
robably will be some time later—the 
nternal Revenue Bureau pointed out 
that all tax payments would not be re- 
ported before that time. In some in- 
stances, because of peculiar circum- 
stances, delays of from thirty to ninety 
@ays are allowed after the first pay- 
ment date, March 15, before reports 
must be made. There also are corpora- 
tions which make their returns on the 
basis of earnings during the fiscal year, 
instead of the calendar year, although 
the latter system is followed in the 
great majority of cases. 

The bureau also is hopeful that de- 
cisions will be handed down by the 
Supreme Court of the United States by 
July 1 in the two cases now pending 
before it, in which the Department of 
Justice is seeking to obtain the opinion 
of the highest court in regard to the 
legality of tax publicity. 


MASSACHUSETTS TAX 
IS DECLARED VOID 


Sapreme Court Rejects Levy on 
Corporation Solely in 
Interstate Trade. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 4:—At- 
tempts by the State of Massachusetts 
to tax a corporation doing nothing but 
interstate business, so far as the Com- 
monwealth is*concerned, were denied by 
the Supreme Court today in an opinion 
handed down by Associate Justice Mac- 
Reynolds. On two other occasions Mas- 
sachusetts has tried to lay an excise tax 
of this character and each time the 


Supreme Court has refused to permit it. 
The case was that of the Alpha Port- 
land Cement Company against the State 
of Massachusetts. Under the State law 
@ tax was levied against the total value 
of capital shares of the company at- 
tributed to transactions within the State | 
and also the proportion of net income. | 
But the corporation contended that its | 
rincipal offices were in Pennsylvania, 
ts mills outside of Massachusetts and 
that, while it kept a Boston office, it 
did not have a bank account in that 
city, and that its property there was 

nothing but office furniture. 

The tax challenged by the Portland 
Cement Company, the Court declared, 
did not differ materially from that 
declared unconstitutional in the Cheney 
case, ‘‘and cannot be enforced against | 
a foreign corporation which does noth- | 
ing but interstate business within the | 
State. The introduction of an extremely 
complicated method for calculating the | 
amount of the exaction does not change 
{ts nature or mitigate the burden.”’ 

Justice Brandeis dissented from the 
majority opinion.

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WILLIS FORESEES 
~ FURTHER TAX CUTS 


Ohio Senator Says Reduction 
Will. Be the Slogan 
of Congress. 


FOR SENATE RULE REFORM 


Declares Republican Party Must 
Keep Its Pledge to Join the 
World Court. 


Spectal to The New York Times 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Tax revision, 
changes in the .Senate rules and ad- 
herence by this country to the World 
Court are the principal things which the 
next Congress must undertake, Senator 
Willis of Ohio said today after a confer- 
ence at the White House with President 
Coolidge. 

While supporting Vice President Dawes 
in his desire for reform of the Senate 
rules, Mr. Willis prescribed no remedy, 
contenting himself with suggesting an 
alteration that would “facilitate pub- 
lic business yet preserve the right of 
legitimate debate. 

‘At the regular session of Congress 
beginning next December three , major 
problems will press for solution,’’ said 
Senator Willis. 

“First, tax reduction. Lightening of 
the tax burdens of the people is made 
possible by the very satisfactory returns 
from the tax laws now in force, and by 
the substantial economies wrought by 
the Administration of .President Cool- 
idge. Congress actively cooperated with 
the President and the Budget Commis- 
sioner in bringing about these econ- 
om:es; indeed, in some cases, Congress 
reduced appropriations even below the 
budget estimates, 

“The $100,000,000 surplus this year and 
the estimated surplus next year of $300,- 
000,000 make certain important tax re- 
duction. ‘A million q day of tax cut 
away’ will be the slogan of this Con- 
gress. 

“The financial legislation of this Con- 
gress should be limited to tax revision 
and tax reform, 

“The second major problem is such 
revision of the Senate rules as will 
facilitate public business yet preserve 
the right of legitimate debate. Under 
the present closure rule, there can be 
ninety-six hours of debate after the rule 
of closure is applied; in, other words, 
after debate is ‘closed.’ Under Rule 22 
the question could still be debated. two

continuously in session. 

“A third probem, solution of which 
must be taken up early in December-and 
pressed for final decision, is that of the 
World Court. The Republican Party 
must keep its solemn pledge. In numer- 
ous nat#onal platforms the Republican 
Party has endorsed an International 
Court of Justice. With the vision which 
only the rapt and parting soul may 
know, President Harding pleaded for 
American entrance into the World 
Court; Secretary Hughes argued for 
it; President Coolidge urged it; the Re- 
publican National Convention at Cleye- 
land endorsed it, and the people at the 
polls approved it. The time has come 
for the Republican Party to redeem its 
pledge to the people.” 


OLD BATTLER VICTOR 
IN RHONE COW FIGHT 


Winner of Tournament Will Lead 
Her Herd to Choicest Swiss 
Mountain Pastures.

GENEVA, May 4.—The annual cow 

fight for the supreme queenship of the 


herds of the Rhone Valley took place 
today at Sion, in the Canton of Valais, 
with the result that the 12-year-old 
‘“‘Violette’’ of Martigny, for the third 
year, will lead her charges to the fa- 
vorite pasturages., 

Ninety-nine animals participated in 
the finals yesterday, every man, woman 
and child in the valley cheering the va- 
riations of the strange combat. The 
elimination fights between the young 
cows brought forth game material, but 
none of the youngsters was able to 
stand against the aged rulers who for 
years have had to fight for the favorite 
grazing places for their herds. 

To a stranger the tales pf the fighting 
qualities of the Val d’Heron cattle are 
almost unbelievable. The ordinary cow 
is the gentlest of creatures, who leaves 
all belligerency to her husband. Not 
so the. cows of the Rhone Valley, which, 
according to the people of Valais, are 
a pure breed which has come down 
from the Romans for 2,000 years and 
are accustomed to fight among them- 
selves for existence. For several hun- 
dred years the peasants have made a 
sport of the animals’ fighting qualities, 
and in the last few years the sport has 
brought all the peasants of Valais to 
the annual féte. 

The Val d’'Heron cows are small crea- 
tures -harly higher than a man’s waist, 
but built like a barn, with pigeon skulls 
harder than a ram’s. When two or 
more of the animals come together they 
fight for mastery, and the herds which 
are sent to the mountain tops with the 
melting snow always have a recognized 
queen. The queen leads the herd to 
the best pasturages, and when she en- 
counters another herd, fights its queen 
for the rights to the good grass, 

The fights often last an hour and not 
infrequently end fatally. The battte 
consists principally of butting or lock- 
ing horns and wrestling. The cows 
come together with a shock’ which 
would crush the skull of any other crea- 
ture. They push back and forth, drop 
to their knees and try to throw each 
other. When one has iad enough she 
breaks and runs and for the rest of her 
life the defeated cow refuses to meet 
her vanquisher in conflict again, either 
in the arena or in the mountains. 

The queens have a great value and 
are tremendously difficult to buy. With 
these people, cattle afte capital, and the 
queen not only assures the herd good 
|) pasturage but it is considered that she 
|passes her fighting qualities to her 
| calves. Moregver, there is a sense of 
sportsmanship ‘about the combats, caus- 
ing the sturdy Swiss mountaineers to 
| walk as much as forty miles to lead 
a cow to the tournament.

850,015 Needed to Complete 
Presbyterian Medical Centre. 


GIFT FROM MRS. HARKNESS 


The First Report Luncheon Is Held 
in the Campaign for a 
$7,000,000 Structure.

Thatcher M. Brown of Brown Brothers 
& Co., Chairman of the buiiding fund 
campaign for the New Presbyterian Hos- 
pital Medical Centre, to be erected in 
conjunction with Columbia University at 
Broadway and 168th Street, announced 
new subscriptions totaling $123,814 yes- 
terday at the first report luncheon, held 
at the Chamber of Commerce of the 
State of New York, 65 Liberty Street. 

The total cost of the buildings to be 
erected by the Presbyterian Hospital is 
7,000,000. Of this sum, $2,500,000 al- 
ready had been pledged when the present 
campaign to raise the balance of $4,- 
500,000 was started last October. The 
total amount which the present effort 
has thus far netted is $2,649,984, leaving 
a balance of $1,850,015 still to be raised 
before the drive ends May 15. 

Miss Anna C. Maxwell, Honorary 
Chairman of the Nurses’ Division and 
founder of the Presbyterian Hospital 
School of Nursing, announced that Mrs. 
Edward S. Harkness had pledged 
$25,000, conditional on the _ success 
of the nurses in raising their quota of 
$1,000,000. 

One-half of this amount will be de- 


rived from the sale of the present nurses’ 
building, leaving $500,000 as the goal. 
Of this sum; $216,303 already has been 
pledged. Mrs. J. Herbert Ballantine, 
active Chairman of the Nurses’ Division, 
said that all the subscriptions had been 
for small amounts, the largest single 
pledge being one for $15,000. 

Miss Jeanette Archer, Chairman of 
the Student Nurses’ Division, said that 
although the quota fo rthe nurses was 
$25,000, they had already succeeded in 
raising $32,000, and that further efforts 
would be made. 

New contributions geperted yesterday 
by the Men's Committee amounted to 
$22,455, with a total of $2,277,849 since 
the campaign began. The Women’s 
Committe, headed by Mrs. Linzee Blag- 
den, reported $97,986 in new pledges, 
with a total since the commencement of 
the drive of $155,831. Mrs. Blagden said 
that Mrs.#Thatcher M. Brown had per- 
sonally raised more than half of the 
pledges. 

Mrs. William Vanamee, a Republican 
leader on Washington oe and head 
of the women’s section of the Uptown 
Division,. said that 150 women were 
working for the fund. 

“The institution will have the sym- 
athy and support of the home folks on 
‘Washington Heights, who know what it 
means to have the Medical Centre 
there.”’ Mrs. Vanamee said. 

Collin H, Woodward, Chairman of the 
men’s section of the Uptown Division, 
announced that, within a day or two, 
at least 150 workers would be soliciting 
subscriptions. The first report dinner 
would held, he gaid, at the Royal 
Palms restaurant, 135th Street and 
Broadway, at 7 o'clock tonight, when 
the results of the work of each of the 
twenty-four teams would be given out. 

Mr. Brown said the next report lunch- 
eon would be held at the Hotel Astor 
at 12:45 o’clock next Thursday. One of 
the latest recruits to the Women’s Di- 
vision is Alma Gluck, wife of Efrem 
Zimbalist, the violinist, who attended 
yesterday's meeting.

mother-in-law,’ her son, Frederick, and 
her daughter, Pauline. 

Mrs. MacRobert testified that she was 
married in 1915 and since that time has 
been treated abusively by her husband. 
He gave her only $10 a week to support 
the household, she said, which includes 
two children, Mona, 8 years old, Allan, | 
5 years old, and a nurse. Her husband | 
has since bought a $24,000 residence in | 
Larchmont, she said. Mrs. MacRobert | 
testified regarding her husband’s suit | 
against the Rev. Dr. Russell that she 
had never discussed her marital troubles | 
with the rector, but had played golf 
with him on one occasion. 

The couple met in Toronto, Mrs. Mac- 
Robert testified, where they both at- 
tended the same high scnvol. After their 
marriage they lived in that city for a 
short time and later moved to New| 
York, where Dr. MacRobert_rented an | 
apartment on Central Park West. Mrs. | 
MacRobert said that she suffered hard- 
ships in this apartment, which com- 

’ prised two dark rooms and a bathroom, 
where she had to cook and wash, ‘and 
starve most of the time.” During their 
stay in the apartment the family lived 
on $5 or $6 a week. 

Mrs. MacRobert told the Court of 
her husband’s alleged cruelty on one 
occasion when she informed him she 
was going to direct a rehearsal. He hit 
her six or seven times until she was 
knocked out, she charged. Another time, 
she said, ne beat her because she wanted 
a servant to do her washing. j 

Mrs. MacRobert testified that she is 
36 years old and had been on the stage 
before she was married. Justice Wag- 
ner stated that this had no bearing on 
the case. Dr. E. Leslie Burwell testified 

‘that he was called to attend Mrs. Mac- 
Robert and found that she had suffered 
a number of bruises. The trial will con- 
tinue today.

SOMERS REAPPOINTED 
ON EDUCATION BOARD 


His Retention by Hylan Credited 
to the Influence of Leader 
| McCooey. - 


Mayor Hylan yesterday made good his 
promise of several days ago to reap- 
point Arthur S. Somers as a member of 
the Board of Education. When the an- 
nouncement was first made it caused 
considerable surprise betause in recent 
years the Mayor and Mr. Somers have 


hardly been on speaking terms in a 
political sense. 

It is regarded as certain that Mr. 
Somers owes his reappointment to John 
H. McCooey, the Democratic leader of 
Brooklyn, who is one of his lifelong 
friends. Mr. McCooey had a long talk 
with Mayor Hylan at the City Hall a 
week ago. It’ was the following day 
that Mayor Hylan made it known that 
he would let by-gones be by-gones and 
would appoint Mr. Somers for another 
term, 

In political circles the appointment 
was regarded as imdicating that Mayor 
Hylan is fully aware that his hope for 
renomination for a third term rests with 
the Democratic leader of his home bor- 
ough and of his anxiety to keep on the 
right side of Mr. McCooey for that rea- 
son. Mr. Somers is President of the 
Madison Club, which is the Democratic 
organization of Mr. McCooey’s home 
district. 

Once on the best of terms, Mayor Hy- 
lan and Mr. Somers had their falling 
out over the Mayor's transit policy. Mr. 
Somers, as President of the Brooklyn 
Chamber of Commerce, which opposed 
the Mayor's transit views, and as a 
member of the B. M. T. Board of Di- 
rectors as the representative of the pub- 
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lic under appointment from the Transit 
@Zommission, has more than once en- 
saged im controversy with Mr. Hylan. 

“Though Mr. Somers has not always 
agreed with me,’ Mayor Hylan said in 
announcing his reappointment, ‘‘I felt 
that his long and splendid record as a 
member of the Board of Education en- 
titled him to Be ay pay, see His faith- 
ful work in helping to keep our school 
budget on a sound business baste ard 
within reasonable proportions is deserv- 
ing of particular praise.’’ ; 

The reappointment of Mr. Somers be- 
comes effective today, when his present 
term expires. 

Dr. S. Edward Young, pastor of the 
Bedford Presbyterian urch in Brook- 
lyn and also President of the ,Society 
for the Prevention of Crime, made pub- 
lic yesterday a letter he had sent to 
George W. Olvany, leader of Tammany 
Hall, in which he urged that some man 
be nominated for Mayor who can ad- 
minister the City Government ‘‘with 
more dignity and efficiency,’’ than it is 
at present administered.

RELIGION IN SCHOOL 
ATTACKED BY RABBI 


Resolution Adopted by United 
Synagogue Calls Plan a 
Menace to Democracy. 


FOR A CENTRE IN PALESTINE 


Committee Will Raise Funds to 
Erect Building—Plea to Observe 
Jewish Sabbath. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ATLANTIC’ CITY, N. J., May 4.— 
American democracy and the cause of 
religion are menaced by religious edu- 
cation in the public schools, declares a 
resolution unanimously adopted here to- 
day at the thirteenth annual convention 
of the United Synagogue of America in 
the Hotel Breakers. 

The convention also adopted a resolu- 
tion authorizing the appointment of 
a committee to raise funds through- 
out the country for the _ establish- 
ment in Palestine of a synagogue 
centre, as proposed by Rabbi A. A. Neu- 
man of Philadelphia. The building will 
contain a synagogue, gymnnasium, audi- 
torium, social and class rooms, and will 
not conflict with the plan of the United 
Synagogue to build in Jerusalem with 
the aid of Jews throughout the world a 
monumental synagogue, representative 
of “Catholic Israel.’’ 

The subject of religious education in 
the public schools was discussed by 
Rabbi Samuel M. Cohen of New York, 
executive director, who conducted a sur- 
vey in New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 


Connecticut, Illinois, Kansas, Wisconsin, 
California and South Dakota. 

“No amount of external pressure,” 
said Rabbi Cohen, ‘’can strengthen real 
religious feeling. If religion is not suf- 
ficiently virile to attract and maintain 
the loyality of numanity, no pressure 
brought by the State will help. Mere 


; suasion on the part of the public schools, 
ea bs |} equivalent to compulsion, can have no 
Administration, 


lasting effect. If anything, the ultimate 
tendency will be toward revolt from all 
religious influence. 

‘“‘Democracy is threatened because the 
tendency is to surrender to the Church 
all prerogatives in educating the child !n 
proper ethical habits.’’ 

The resolution on the subject read as 
follows: 

“The United Synagogue of America 
takes this opportunity to reaffirm the 
Jewish principle that no education is 
complete without religious education, 
and that it is the duty of all parents to 
provide their children with spiritual as 
well as secular training. We stand also 
within the American tradition which 
maintains the complete separation of 
Church and State as a means of safe- 
guarding the liberty of its citizens, and 
according to which the secular training 
of the child and his preparation for citi- 
zenship remain the task of the parent 
andthe Church with which he is affili- 


| ated. 


‘“‘We feel that any attempt to link up 
the public school system with religious 
education is a departure from the Amer- 
ican tradition which, however innocent 
in its beginning,-may lead to grave 
oqpeegmences. 

Dealing with the question of the Jew- 
ish Sabbath, which falls on Saturday, 
Rabbi Max Drob of New York, Chair- 
man of the Religious Observance Com- 
mittee, said that ‘‘without such Sabbath 
observance, all other efforts to maintain 
Judaism are bound to fail.’’ He favored 
calling a national convention on Jew- 
ish Sabbath observance. 

Regarding the proposal to build a 
great synagogue in Jerusalem, Mrs. 
David Yellin of Jerusalem, wife of the 
Vice Mayor there, said that while other 
religious denominations have buildings 
in Jerusalem which adequately represent 


| their faith, there is no structure to pro- 





perly symbolize the Jewish faith.

Although he 
has seven more games yet to play, the 
Russian is now a distinct favorite for 
first honors with a total of 12 points out 
of a possible 13. 

Marshall won again to day from Dr. 
Tarrasch of Munich and tied Gruenfeld 
for second place, as the Austrian could 
do no better than draw with Dr. Tarta- 


kower of Vienna. Rubinstein of Poland, 
however, is so close up, with only three 
losses charged against him, that he may 
displace- them whenever his adjourned 
games are played off. 

Today Rubinstein was paired with 
Torre of New York, and this game was 
adjourned. There is also a game pend- 
ing between Rubinstein 
from the thirteenth round.

This gives an average per hundred-

this period

cents per quart. I know of no staple in- 
dustry where there such a discrep- 
| ancy between the price received by the 
|} manufacturer and the cost to the ulti- 
mate consumer, even after making al- 
lowance in this case for what might be 
| called the fabrication of bottling, as well 
| as the freight to New York. 

It must also be borne in mind that 
| there is no industry where the annual 
turnover is so small in proportion to 
the capital as farming. 

The average yield per annum of dairy 
cows in New York State is 4,250 pounds. 
This is too low, but is considerably 
above the total average of the. United 
States, which is 3,627 pounds per cow. 
If we assume that the average produc- 
tion per cow~could be raised to 5,000 
pounds (and it can), a herd of fifty 
cows would produce 250,000 pounds of 
milk per annum. Leaving out the cost 
of land and fences, the buildings and 
equipment necessary today to operate 
|} such a dairy properly demands an in- 
vestment of not less than $45,000 to 
| $50,000, to which must be added the 
| herd investment of about $5,000 for good 
grade cattle. 
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At the prices for milk above stated 
such a dairy would return gross for the 
year $6,418.50. On a place of this kind 
there might be expected returns from 
the sale of miscellaneous merchandise 
| to the extent of perhaps $400 or $500. 
Let us say the total gross return 
$7,000. The operating expenses, includ- 
ing insurance, taxes, 2 
ciation on buildings and 10 per cent. 
$6,000, allowing nothing for the labor 
or brains of the farmer operator and 
no interest on the $50,000 investment. 
Here is a margin of $1,000 for the re- 
turn to the owner operator, who, if he 
is of the best type, exercises more care, 
more ingenuity and does better planning 
than thousands of industria] executives 
whose compensation for less exacting 
tasks is, even after due allowance to 
the former for certain living advan- 
tages, several times that of the agricul- 
turist. Here is the answer as to why 
the best men have been quitting the 
farms,.and the danger is seen of the 
creation of a farm peasantry living on 
a low scale. 

Can the cooperative movement bridge

| ures, and the exploitation, in places, of 
| the cooperative movement by agile, sel- 
fish minds, that success can and ulti- 
mately will come.

Smelker, the Government agents, who 
gathered the evidence against the de- 
fendants, stated that the information 
indicated the defendant corporation 
shipped ten carloads of merchandise a 
day. The investigation is still going 


Pointing out that false billing of ship- 
ments is a crime in violation of the In- 


terstate Commerce act. Mr. Adler said: 

“The underbilling in this case amounts 
to at least $100,000 so far as the present 
evidence goes, but it may reach into the 
millions.’*

‘READY TO AID DOOMED PAL

Gives Himself Up in New Jersey as 
Fourth Convict Goes to the 
Death House. 


Nicholas (Cheeks) Luctano, the miss- 


fing witness in the Diamond murder case, | 


surrendered himself yesterday afternoon 
to the police at Bayonne, N. J., his home 
town. He was taken at once to Brook- 
lyn, where he was questioned until a 
late hour last night by District Attorney 
Charles J. Dodd. 

At 10:30 o'clock. last. night, after he 
had been questioned for five hours by 
the District’ Attorney; Luciano was 
locked up ip the Poplar Street Station, 
Brooklyn, on a charge of perjury. The 
police alleged that the crime was com- 
mitted on -March 6 last at 375 Fulton 
Street, Brooklyn, the office of Edward 
J. Reilly, attorney for Anthony Pan- 
tano, one of the men convicted of mur- 
der. 

It was in Reilly’s office on March 6 
that Luciano signed an affidavit recant- 
ing the testimony he had given last 
year in the trials of Morris and Joseph 
Diamond, John Farina and Pantano, 
to the effect that he had heard them 
plan the hold-up of two. messengers of 
the West End Bank in Brooklyn, which 
ended in the murder of the two 
messengers. 

District Attorney Dodd refused to say 
what Luciano had told him during their 
interview, but it was learned that the 
man had refused to answer many ques- 
tions and had been evasive to others. 
On the other hand, Luciano spoke freely 
when questioned by the Bayonne police 


while he was waiting to be taken to 
Brooklyn. Luciano insisted in Bayonne 
that his ‘‘recantation,’’ which he made 
the same day he disappeared, was the 
truth, and that he had lied in his testi- 
mony at the trials. 

The reason for his original lie, accord- 
fng to Luciano, was a threat by the 
Seltee that he would be put to death 
along with the others if he did not tes- 
tify against them. He said that he was 
sor his testimony had helped convict 
She Ginmonds and Farina, who went to 
the electric.chair in Sing Sing last week, 
and that he had hoped his recantation 
would win them new trials. If Pantano, 
who has just been taken to the death 
house for the second time after three 
trials, gets another trial, Luciano went 
on, he will testify for him. e 

Luciano, whose absence made it more 
difficult for the State to convict Pan- 
tano but may have kept the Diamonds 
and Farina from getting new trials be- 
cause Luciano’s recantation was dis- 
credited by his disappearance, denied 
that John Carbonaro or any one else 
had been responsible for his absence. 
Carbonaro, Luciano’s partner in a tailor 
shop, was indicted last month on the 
charge of conspiring to obstruct justice 
by aiding Luciano to escape. 


Calls Up Bayonne Police. 


Guciano called up the Bayonne Detec- 
tive Bureau at 1:30 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon from a tube station in Jersey 
City.

Three detectives, sent to the Luciano 

- house in an automobile, met ‘‘Cheeks’’ 
as he was leaving hame for the police 
station. They took him to Headquarters 
and notified the Brooklyn authorities. 

Calmly smoking a cigarette in the 
Detective Bureau in Bayonne Head- 
quarters, after being finger printed, Lu- 
ciano told detectives and reporters the 
story of his movements since March 6, 
the day he disappeared. He said that 
he went from Bayonne to New York 
with Carbanaro that day, but that they 
separated and he (Luciano) went to the 
home of his sister, Mrs. Millie Gerardi, 
113 Mott Street. Later the same day, 
he said, he got drunk and remained so 
for a day or two. 

Luciano said that he was in a daze 
when he left New York. What with the 
liquor he had consumed and all the 
things he had on his mind as a result 
of testifying against his former pals, he 
said, he did not know what he was do- 
ing. He said he went from place to 
place in New England, chiefly in Con- 
necticut, without spending more than a 
day or two in any one place. 

According to Luciano, he was in Hart- 
ford, Conn., when the trial of Gerald 
Chapman was in progress, and tried to 
get into the courtroom. “The crowd 
was so big I couldn’t get in,’’ he added. 


Returned When Money Was Gone. 


He said he had traveled by train, 
trolley and automobile and had stopped 
when and where he pleased. When he 
left, he said, he had $200 in cash. Early 
in his trip, he continued, he sold an 


automobile for 3900. When he returned 
home, according to his parents, he had 
only $12. Luciano said that he had 
paid all the expenses of his trip him- 
eelf, that no one had financed him. 

Luciano said that he had come bac 
and given himself up because he had 
got tired of going from one place to an- 
other and had run out of money. 
said he realized that he would be caught 
sconer or later if he did not surrender. 

Luciano told the Bayonne police that 
his “recantation’’ statement was the 
truth and that he had testified falsely 
in the beginning, because, he feared he 
would go to the chair otherwise. Asked 
whether his conscience bothered him be- 
cause of the execution of the Diamond 
brothers and Farina, who was his spe- 
cial ‘‘pal,’’ Luciano replied: 

“Farina and I went to school together. 
I was his pal. We went all over to- 
gether. Of course, I feel badly.’”’ 

Regarding his failure to appear to 
testify at the Pantano trial after sign- 
ing his recantation, Luciano sald: 

“I was told that they did not need me, 
that the statement I made was enough. 
I understood that the statement would 
help all four get a new trial.’ 

He said he did not think he 
be charged with murder. 

“T don't think Reilly will produce that 
statement now,” he added. 

“Reilly’’ is Edward J. Reilly, 
ney for Farina. 

If Pantano gets another .new trial, 
Luciano said, he would testify that his 
recantation was the truth. 


Says Police Threatened Him. 


“The story I told Reilly is the right 
story,”’ he went on. ‘‘I told the other

Citizens’ Committee Asks Gug- 
genheims Not to Give Up 
Summer Music Programs.

Mrs. Zilberman Asserts She Intends 
to Press Her Right to Broad- 
cast From WNYC. 


Mr. and Mrs. Daniel Guggenheim and 
Mr. and Mrs. Murry Guggenheim were 
asked last night by the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee for Music in the Parks, meeting 
in the studio of May Arno at 51 Bast 
Twenty-fifth Street, to continue the 
Goldman band concerts this 
somewhere else than Central Park if 
Mayor Hylan continued in his refusal 
to allow-them there. The request was 
in a letter to the patrons of the concerts, 
whose text was adopted by the meeting 
and signed by those present. 

Mrs. Bella Zilberman of 1,729 Caton 
Street, Brooklyn, President: of the or- 
ganization, who recently asked the city 
broadcasting station, WNYC, to put on 
the air her plea for support for the 
concerts, reported last night she had 
received no reply and proposed that a 
committee visit the station and present 
the request again. 

“I am a member of the Broadcasting 
Artists Association of America,’’ she said 
“and they cannot say my voice won't 
g0 well on the air. As a member of that 
organization I have the right to request 
to speak from any station. I propose 
to exercise that right. We are taxpayers. 
First they shut us out of the park and 
now they shut us out of the city radio 
station. Citizens must have some rights 
and we ought to find out what they 
are.”’ 

= letter to the Guggenheims said in 
part: 

“After seven weeks of effort we fee! 
that it is useless to deal further with 
either Mayor Hylan or Chamberlain 
Berolzheimer. We wish to assure you, 
however, that our fight for these con- 
certs will continue and that we are now 
endeavoring to arouse public sentiment 
through the petition of protest which are 
being distributed for signatures. Over a 
quarter of a million people have already 
signed these petitions and we are stiv- 
ing for a million names, If this does not 
impress the Mayer, nothing will. 

“The Summer ‘season is drawing near 
and inquiries pour in to us for a defi- 
nite policy.

She is sup- 
posed to be one of the few persons liv- 
ing who knew intimately of the life of 
Mrs, McClintock’s household and the 
status of William D. Shepherd, the boy's 
foster father, now awaiting trial. 

She testified that she had seen Mrs. 
Shepherd take a diamond ring from the 
dead woman's finger, and that afternoon 
she had seen the same diamond in a 
different setting on the person of Mrs. 
Shepherd. She alleged that Mrs. Shep-

GENEVA, May 4.—The importance of 
the United States’ participation in the 
conference for the control of the inter- 
national traffic in arms was stressed 
this afternoon in his opening address 
by the President, Count Carton de Wiart 
of Belgium, who characterized the con- 
ference as having a degree of universal- 
ity which the League had never before 
attained.

Importance of Our Participation. 


Count Carton de Wiart, speaking of 
the Americans’ presence, said: 

“The great American Raoublic has al- 
ready lent assistance to the temporary 
mixed commission and by their partici- 
pation and presence the conference ac- 
quires new and valuable significance, 
from the fact that as a pre-eminently 
producing country America’s signature 


‘and ratification are indispensable to our 


success.’’ 

In relating histo behind the con- 
ference the President diplomatically 
passed over the refusal of America to 
sign the Saint Germain Convention 
with: “The United States Government 
was unable to adhere to the terms of 
the convention although it declares it- 
self in agreement with the principles on 
which it was based, and it became 
necessary to direct the work of the 
League of Nations toward the prepara- 
tion of a new convention which would 
secure universal approval.’’ 

The President continued: 

“T am optimistic that the conference 
will fulfill the important mission with 
which it is entrusted and take a step 
toward jpeace. It is faced by many 
difficulties, but these difficulties are 
the very reason of the conference. 
Many problems are of a technical as 
well as a political and judicial order, 
such as definition of arms and muni- 
tions and of Governments and belliger- 
ents. The solution of these delicate 
and complex questions depends on the 
wisdom and conciliation of the various 
delegations, and their Governments.” 


Defines Moral Control. 


He stressed the fact that the control 
which it was intended to exercise was 
moral control, and gave an opinion of 
the French meaning of the word ‘‘con- 


trol’’ which indicates a surveillance more 
in keeping with the spirit of the draft of 
the convention that the English mean- 
ing of the word, which implies authority. 

While expressing gratification at the 
participation of Germany, ‘‘who al- 
though she accepted obligations in the 
matters before us which are defined in 
the peace treaty hag consented to give 
us the benefit of her valuable assist- 
ance,’’ he very tactfully limited the Ger- 
man delegation’s sphere of action. 

“The collaboration of American, Ger- 
man, Turkisn and Bgyptlan delegations, 
coming from States which are not mem- 
bers of the League,”’ he said, “‘gives the 
conference a degree of universality 
which the League had never yet at- 
tained. Formed within the framework 
of the League and convened by it, aided 
by the work of its commissions and as- 
sisted by the Secretariat, our confer- 
ence -enjoys untrammeled freedom and 
wide prestige. No obstacles,’ no restric- 
tions, hinder it from solving, to the best 
of its ability, the problem for which it 
was convened.” 

Commissions were appointed to report 
on the credentials of the delegations and 
to adopt rules of procedure. The first 
session will be held tomorrow at 4 
o'clock, 


Many Americans Disappointed. 


FENEVA, May 4 (Associated Press).— 
American interest in international af- 
fairs seemingly was again demonstrated 
today when a considerable number of 
Americans, especially women, vainly 
sought admission to the inaugural ses- 
sion of the Arms Control Conference. 

Count Henri Carton de ‘Wiart, Bel- 
gium, formally opened the conference in 
the League of Nations glass room, which 
was so crowded that even breathing was 
almost painful in the stifling atmos- 
phere. Americans predominated in the 
occupancy of the few seats available to 
the public, but scores of others of them 
failed in their attempts to get into the 
building. . 

There was evidenced In Geneva to- 
night a pronounced atmosphere of watch- 
ful waiting to see what the other fellow 
would do. The conference opens, how- 
ever, with varying views in existence, if 
not openly admitted, on different parts 
of the draft convention, though it was 
remarked that this sentiment was 
crowned with earnest intentions to make 
the conference a success. 

Persia was the one exception to the 
general policy of silence, for Prince 
Arfa-ed-Dowleh came out flatly with a 
declaration that he would combat tooth 
and nail any aor to put Persia in 
the so-called forbidden zone where the 
imporration of arms would not be per- 
mitted, or at least where the liberty of 
importation would be destroyed.

Original documents bearing on Luther- 
an church history it America in Colo- 
nial times have been found, covered in 
dust, in a drawer in St. James's Luther- 
an Church, it was announced yesterday 
by the pastor, the Rev. William F. Sun- 
day. Mr. Sunday said that somebody, 
not knovéing their value probably, had 
put them in the drawer and forgotten 
them when the church was established, 
thirty-two years ago.

COMPLAINS OF WASTE 


Puts Cost to the City at $20,000 a 
Year at Least—Refers to 
Shopping Trips. 


David Hirshfield, Commissioner of Ac- 
counts, retaliated upon Controller 
Charles L, Craig yesterday in rejoinder 
to the latter’s charges concerning the use 
by the Mayor and himself of city em- 
ployes as chauffeurs to drive for them 
the automobiles provided by the city for 
their official use. 

In a statement the Commissioner of 
Accounts charged Controller Craig with 
untruthfulness, He declared that Mr. 
Craig and his deputy, Charles F. Ker- 
rigan, each had two city-employed 
chauffeurs in their exclusive service; 
that their garage and gasoline charges 
against the city were excessive; re- 
ferred to the Controller’s personal shop- 
ping expeditions with his wife and to 
trips to his Putnam County farm. 
Craig’s and Kerrigan's cars, Hirshfield 
declared, cost the city at least $20,000 a 


year. 
Calls Charges Unfounded. 


Commissioner Hirshfield’s statement 
follows: 

Supplementing the Mayor's state- 
ment concerning the unwarranted ac- 
tion of Controller Craig in withhold: 
ing their pay from the two innocent 
policemen referred to by his Honor, 
and to further prove that Craig would 
not recogniag jruth .if he met it in 
bright daylight, I want to state that 
his statement that a fireman washes 
the car assigned to me is unfounded. 


As a matter of fact that car is housed, 
washed and supplied in the municipal 
garage, and is only kept over night in 
the West Thirty-third Street firehouse 
because it saves the chauffeur the 
trouble in the evening of taking the 
ear to Brooklyn and again going over 
for it in the morning. At any rate, 
it doesn’t cost the city anything. 

According to records, there appear 
to be. four employes in the Finance 
Department, each receiving an annual 
salary of $2,256, driving Craig’s and 
his man Friday’s city cars: Hans W. 
Anderson, William H. Anderson, Nich- 
olas Smith and J. W. Parnell. From 
the figures obtainable, it appears that 
Craig’s and Kerrigan’s\cars cost the 
citv: annually, including maintenance 
and chauffeur, at least $20,000. 

To have the city’s $9,000 high-pow- 
ered Pierce-Arrow car near his home 
Craig keeps the same in the garage 
of Louis Burghardt-Mills Company, 
911-213 West Eighty-second Street, 
where he pays $50 city money per 
month just for housing the car. and 
for gasoline 26 cents per gallon, or 
14 cents more per gallon than the city 
paid in February., Craig used in the 
month of February 150 gallons of gaso- 
line. and the total bill for that month 
amounted to 098..45. The quantity of 
gasoline used by Craig in the Sum- 
mer when he travels to and from his 
farm, is a great deal more. 


Traces Kerrigan's Car. 


Now. if Craig were not afraid of be- 
ing checked up he would find some 
fire or police station in his nelghbor- 
hood where he could keep his car over- 
night for nothing, just as I am doing, 
and he would get his gasoline and 
other supplies in the municipal garage, 
and thus save the city a great deal 
of. money. “As it Is, I am told that 
whenever Craig or his wife go down- 
town on a shopping expedition they 
park the city’s Pierce-Arrow in the 
same firehouse on Thirty-third Street 
where I keep the car overnight. 

The extra-built seven-passenger $6,- 
000 Cadillac car used by Craig’s man 
Friday, Kerrigan. is kept in the Al- 
jamian Garage, Inc., 540 West 125th 
Street. The charge there for storing 
the car is $40 per month, and during 

nerigee used 187 gal- 
lons of gasoline at 26 cents per gal- 
lon, making $48.62 for gasoline. On 
187 gallons he easily traveled in Feb- 
ruary over 1,500 miles. Certainly not 
on city business. 

For several weeks past I have been 
urying to get the managers of the ga- 
rage where Craig is nooranes his car, 
in order to examine them in connec- 
tion with this city car, but thus far 
have been unable to get tiicm. 

I presume that it is my investigation 
into these unwarranted, extravagant 
expenditures by Craig and Kerrigan 
that is responsible for his vengeance 
upon the two innocent policemen 
chauffeurs and their families, who 
simply obey orders. Craig has evi- 
dently never heard of the old motto: 
‘*He who has butter on his head must 
keep out of the sun,”

SAYS OWEN YOUNG 


Chairman of Board Retorts That 
Charges Against General 
Electric Are Unjust. 


DENIES A LAMP MONOPOLY 


Asserts Company Supplied All 


Facts Requested in Govern- 
ment Inquiry. 


Answering charges made by Samuel 
Untermyer in a letter published in Tue 
New York TIMES yesterday morning, 


Owen D. Young, Chairman of the Board | 


of Directors of the General Electric 
Company sent a communication last 
night to Mr. Untermyer in which he 
denied emphatically many of the as- 
sertions made by the attorney. 

Mr. Untermyer accused the head of 
the General Electric Company of having 
written to the stockholders of the com- 
pany implying that the findings of the 


Lockwood Committee that the company 
was guilty of restraint of trade, were 
false. 

In his letter Mr. Young denied em- 
phatically that the firm of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., or any other banking group 
controlled the company, and also said 
that no person had been authorized by 


the company to ask any member of the} 


Federal Government to act in any 
matter of special interest on behalf of 
the company. 

“So far as the Department of Justice 
is specifically concerned,’’ Mr. Young 
wrote, ‘‘we have furnished the facts, 
and all of the facts, requested in its 
long and most complete inquiry into 
our = affairs. When the department 
brought suit against us to test the 
validity of our method of dealing with 
our incandescent lamp patents and‘ our 
commercial method of distributing our 
lamps, our case was presented to the 
Federal Court and it rendered a decision 
in our favor. It was the notice of this 
decision which we sent to our share- 
holders in order that they, who are 
vitally concerned, might know the truth. 

“With all due respect, and because I 
know more about the business of the 
General Electric Company than you, I 
say that your statement that the ‘per- 
centage of profits to sales in its lamp 
business’ was ‘about fifteen times the 
percentage of profits on its entire re- 
maining business’ is untrue for the year 
1920 or any subsequent year. You have 
always misled yourself and others in 
the comparison of the profits of the lamp 
business with the final net profits of 
our entire business snown in our re- 
orts. Your statement is an excellent 
llustration of how unfair and unjust one 
may be in dealing with things with 
which he is not particularly familiar 
even though his motives be honest."’ 

On the matter of the development of 
the incandescent electric lamp, Mr. 
Young said that no one oculd honestly 
charge the company with criminal 
monopoly, but, on the other hand, the 
efficiency of the men who were responsi- 
ble for the development of the lamp 
should be applauded. 

In conclusion Mr. Young said: 

“Finally, may I ask in the name of 
more than 100,000 men and women who 
are interested. in the General Electric 
Company as stockholders and workers 
that you carry on any controversies you 
may have with J. P. Morgan & Co. or 
the Department of Justice without in- 
volving us either in your private quar- 
rels or your political attacks.”

TO HUNTSUNKEN CITY 


Two Ships Will Aid Franco- 
American Expedition on 
North African Coast. 


UTICA RELICS FOR McGILL 


Major Shorey is Returning to Mon- 
treal From Carthage With 
Cases of Antiquities.

CARTHAGE, May 4.—The fascination 
and mystery of the unknown ‘kncient 
city, engulfed centuries ago by the 
Mediterranean, whose ruins have been 
reported found by native sponge divers 
in the narrow channel between Djerba 
Island and the mainland soon may be 
solved. 

The services of a deep-sea diving com- 
pany have been obtained to supply two 
ships with crews of forty men, includ- 
ing ten professional divers, to make the 
first investigation of this submerged 
site. Count de Prarok will go there on 
May 15 to begin operations with the 
divers in cooperation with the local 
French authorities and work will go on 


for ten days or more, depending on 
what is found. 

The work has all the thrill of deep sea 
fishin raised to the nth power, for 
there is no knowing what will be caught 
in the swirling current, s€venty feet 
deep, which passes over the sunken 
|city. There may be nothing at all for 
the native divers may have been mis- 
taken and led the Franco-American ex- 
pedition on a costly wild goose chase. 
On the other hand houses with walls 
fifteen feet high, intact stairways, 
streetg and columns which they swear 
they have seen—and perhaps richer 
treasures may be found. 

The search is a gamble—it will with 
only. one certainty settle the truth of the 
report once and for all. According to 
the studies of Professor Stephen G. Sell, 
a leading history authority on classic 
North Africa, the Roman city of Te- 
pasa once flourished on this coast and 
disappeared like so many others with- 
out leaving a trace. 

It may be that this town suffered at 
the hand of Neptune a catastrophere as 
horrible as that which wiped out Pom- 
peli, for it is a well known fact that 
great changes have taken place in the 
Mediterranean Coast line in the last 
twenty centuries. 

The investigation is not without dan- 
ger for a couple of native divers already 
have been drowned seeking sponges in 
the powerful eddies. 

Major F. C. Shorey, who has been 
representing McGill University here for 
the past two years, has been called back 
to his home in Montreal by business 
affairs.

The collection, which consists of dupli- 
cates of objects in the museums here, in- 
cludes complete sets of Punic, Roman 
and Early Christian oil lamps and wells 
and samples of other ceramic objects, 
such as“tear bottles, urns, many ancient 
colns and ‘‘squeezes,’’ or reproductions 
of the most interesting of the Punic in- 
scriptions found on steles in the sanc- 
tuary of Tanit. 

Major er expressed himself well 
pleased with the results of the season's 
work, saying he thought they showed 
that the value of trying to unearth the 
ancient Punic civilization was no longer 
open to argument. 

With Major Shorey departed two stu- 
dent assistants on the expedition staff, 
Cc. Cc. Wells of the University of Vir- 
ginia, who did most of the wrapping of 
steles found at the temple of Tanit, and 
Woodbridge Morris of Yale, who acted 
as inspector of the .Utica excavations 
and assisted in the prehistoric explora- 
tions during the recent southern expedi- 
tion.

Pe: e new gasoline, which reduces the 
knock’” in automobile motors and 
makes gasoline ‘‘go’’ further, has been 
sold in twenty-seven States, including 
New York and New Jersey, although it 
is barred in New York City. Announce- 
ment of its withdrawal from the marxet 
by the manufacturing company was 
followed by a statement from the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Indiana, in Chicago, 
that its supply of ethyl gas has been 
cut off and that it would discontinue its 
sale today. 

The statement by the Ethyl Gasoline 
Corporation, which followed a meeting 
of its directors at 25 Broadway, fol- 
lows: 

‘The Ethyl Gasoline Corporation an- 
nounced today that, effective May 5, it 
will suspend indefinitely deliveries of 
tetraethyl lead for resale to the public/ 
in ethylized gasoline. Deliveries to the 
Unite i States Government and to for- 
eign Governments and for research and 
experimental purposes are not affected 
by — action. 

“By way of explanation, it may be 
stated that the ethyl gasoline Coakhane 
is not an ordinary commercial enterprise 
conducted in the expectation of a present 
profit. Rather it is and has been, and 
for a long time to come must necessarily 
be, operated at a loss, 

The effort to discover a commercial 
method of increasing the efficiency of 
motor fuel and at the same time of con- 
serving the supply of gasoline has en- 
gaged the study of scientists for many 
years. The discovery that the admixture 
of a minute proportion of tetra-ethyl 
lead with gasoline would accomplish 
these results constituted a most im- 
portant economic development, and was 
recognized by scientists as one of the 
outstanding achievements of this decade. 

The purpose of the stockholders of 
the Ethyl Gasoline Corporation in enter- 
ing upon the development of this dis- 
covery was to accomplish universal 
distribution of a more. efficient motor 
fuel, the aim being the production and 
sale of an improved automobile engine 
capable of operating on this fuel and of 

iving a better performance and an 
nerease of mileage per gallon greatly 
in excess of that now being realized. 

Years of research work Preceding the 
discovery of this product, followed by 
relatively small-scale use during the 
past two years, have been directed to- 
ward this end. In this distribution and 
use there have been no indications of 
injury to health. On the contrary, the 
most careful field examinations of men 
engaged in handling ethyl gasoline, 
coupled with the scientific studies in our 
laboratories, were entirely favorable. 

“As a controversy has arisen among 
scientists as to the ultimate effect on 
the public health of the general use of 
this fuel, and the Surgeon General of 
the United States has issued an invita- 
tion for a conference to be held in 
Washington on the 20th instant at 
which all available information will be 
considered, the directors of the Ethyl 
Gasoline Corporation have decided to 
discontinue distribution. At this con- 
ference the corporation hopes that a 
constructive program of investigation 
may be worked out.”’ 

The danger of ethyl gasoline first came 
to public attention last October, when 
five employees of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey died after Pe 
violently insane from the effects of lea 
poisoning, contracted while working with 
the gas in the Bayway plant of the 
Standard Oil. At that time the new gas 
became popularly known as “loony 
gas’’ because of the effects on its vic- 
tims. It was learned at that time that 
fatalities had occurred from handling 
tetra-ethyl lead at the Dayton, Ohio, 
plant of the General Motors and the 
Wilmington, Del., plant of the du Pont 
company. 

Dr. Frank J. Monaghan, Health Com- 
missioner of New York City, barred the 
sale of leaded gas in this city after the 
five deaths at the Bayway plant. Tests 
by Dr. Alexander O. Gettler, city chem- 
ist of New York, showed lead substances 
in the brain and body of one of the 
victims. 

The New Jersey Board of Health also 
prohibited the sale of the new fuel in 
New Jersey at the time of the Bayway 
incident, but lifted the ban after the 
United States Bureau of Mines, in a 
preliminary investigation conducted at 
Pittsburgh, made a report favorable to 
the leaded gasoline, saying that danger 
to people in the streets from the ex- 
haust of such gas was remote. 

The Bureau of Mines report was the 
beginning of the controversy between 
scientists referred to in the statement 
by the Ethyl Gasoline Corporation. Dr, 
Yandell Henderson of Yale and Dr. 
David Edsall and Dr. C. K. Drinker of 
Harvard declared that the Government 
inguiry had been inadequate. 

Dr. Henderson said that use of the gas 
would cause large numbers of the popu- 
lation to suffer from slow lead poison- 
ing. with hardening of the arteries, rap- 
idly decaying teeth, weakening of cer- 
tain muscles and other symptoms, as a 
result of breathing the fumes in the 
street. 

He also attacked the investigation of 
the Bureau of Mines on the ground that) 
it had been financed by the Ethyl Gaso- 
line Corporation.

One claim in question is that of a 
personal loan of $800,000 made to J. M. 
Byrne, senior partner of the Stock Ex- 
change firm/by S. S. Kresge. This item 
appears on the books as a personal loan 
from Mr. Kresge and according to those 
interested in liquidating the affairs of 


the defunct organization represents just 
so much more capital that Mr. Byrne 
ut into his firm. So far as could be 
earned yesterday Mr. Kresge has as 





yet made no claim against the firm for 
this amount, but if such a claim is filed 
it was intimated that the matter would 
be conteS8ted by the parties representing 
the interests of the general and pre- 
ferred creditors.

Features—Danish Strong— 
Sterling at New High. 


The strongest spot in the forelgn ex- 
change market yesterday was the Nor- 
wevian krone, the rate on Oslo rising 27 
points to 16.91 cents, a year’s high. The 
buying was principally for speculative 
account, London starting it with cables 
which came 10 points over Saturday’s 
final, followed in by local bank pur- 
chases which sent the rate ahead with as 
much as 8 points interspersing sales, The 
Danish unit was another to flash a new 
high, moving up 10 points to 18.82 cents, 
but the Swedish krona was steady at 
26.76 cents. . 

Spanish exchange also fell heir to the 
mad rush of speculators for the neutral 
exchanges since the plan to lift sterling 
to par was announced, heavy purchases 
of the pesetas accounting for a rise of 
9% points to 14.63% cents. 4 French, 
Italian, Belgian, Holland and Swiss ex- 
changes were only -moderately active 
and at levels slightly changed from last 
Saturday. 

Sterling touched another new high for 
a period of ten years, when it crept up 
slowly and steadily to $4.84%, for 
checks, a week-end gain of 9-16 cent.

CHICAGO, May 4.—A majority of the 
leading commission houses are bullish 
on wheat, and while the public fails to 
enthuse on the buying side, due to the 
relatively high level of values, there was 
only moderate opposition to an advance 
today and the finish was 244@3 cents 
higher, with July leading. 

The May acted a little heavy and after 
touching $1.63% closed at $1.62 to $1.62%, 
around eight cents over the July. All 
déliveries sold at a new high on the 
present movement during the day, with 
July showing nineteen cents over the low 
of last week at the extreme top. 

Profit-taking made numerous sharn 
recessions in values at times, but each | 
break brought in a renewal of scattered 
buying and many of the local traders 
who were bearish early were forced to 
cover, 

Liverpool showed strength with an ad- 
vance of 2@2\4d. 

World’s shipments of 10,670,000 bushels, 
against 19,413,000 bushels last year, and 
a decrease of nearly 7,000,000 bushels in 
supplies on ocean passage, brought the

The prospect for a materially smaller 
Winter wheat crop than last year, as 
shown by the recent private estimates, 
is largel responsible for the more } 
friendly feeling toward the buying side 
and, while the outlook for Spring wheat 
remains excellent, a few dry weather 
reports were received during the day 
from parts of the Dakotas and rains 
would be beneficial. 

A decrease of 3,408,000 bushels in the 
domestic visible supply brought the total 
down to 45,681,000 bushels compared 
with 49,089,000 the previous week and 
51,461,000 last year. 

Little was heard regarding export de- 
mand at the seaboard and sales were 
very small, but the Spanish order for 
2,000,000 to 3,000,000 bushels may be 
filled over night. 

Winnipeg reported no demand for 
cash wheat in that market, although 
sales of 150,000 bushels each of oats 
and barley were made for shipment.

sponsored this law which was approved 
at an election Nov. 7, 1922. 

In the case at issue George F. Shafer, 
the Attorney General of North Dakota, 
was pitted against the Farmers’ Grain 
Company of Emden, which operates 
grain elevators all over the State and 
which brought suit to enjoin the State 
from enforcing the act. The Supreme 
Court decision upheld the company and 
also the Federal District Court, which 
allowed the injunction. 

Associate Justice Van Devanter, hand- 
ing down the qpinion, stated that the 
decisions of the court at Washington 
have maintained that when a State law 
directly interferes with or burdens in- 
terstate commerce it is illegal. Of the 
North Dakota statute he said: 

“By it that State attempts to exercise 
a large measure of control over all 
wheat buying within her limits. About 
90 per cent. of the buying is in interstate 
commerce. Through’ this buying and 
the shipping in connection with which 
it is conducted the wheat which Noftth 
Dakota produces in excess of local needs 
—more than 125,000,000 bushels a year— 
finds a market and is. made available 
for consumption in‘other States where 
the local needs greatly exceed the pro- 
duction. Obviously, therefore, the con- 
trol of this buying is of concern to the 
people of other States as well as to 
those of North Dakota.” 

Justice Van~Devanter held that the 
North Dakota act went further than the 
United States Grain Standards act did. 
Replying to contentions by the State 
officials that the State should be justi- 
fied in passing the act, the Justice said 
there could be no peateores for exer- 
cising a power which the State did not 
possess, and that the power of correc- 
tion of evils lay with Congress. 

Justice Brandeis dissented. 


GRAIN EXPORTS ARE LARGER

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Grain ex- 
ports from the United States last week 
amounted to’ 6,638,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 4,843,000 the pravious week.

Petition for Receiver for Pioneer | 
Cooperative Institution Calls 
It Solvent.

PHILADELPHIA, May 4.—The Pro- 
ducers’ and Consumers’ Bank was closed 
today following the appointment of ‘Al- | 
bert M. Greenfield, a real estate oper- 
ator, as a temporary receiver on a peti-

tion filed in behalf of the creditors. The 
petition declared the assets were $2,732,- 
607.28 and the abilities $2,456,238.62. 

The papers also stated that the bank 
was solvent, that the number of deposit- 
ors was 7,500 and that the amount due 
them was $1,413,540.51. The trust assets 
were held to consist of items incapable 
of immediate lHquidation. 

The bank was a ‘‘day-and-night”’ insti- 


first cooperative and 
profit-sharing bank to be established in 
the East and one of the first to be or- 
ganized In the country. 

It was organized by men prominent in 
labor unions here and drew much of its 
clientele from labor circles. 

John M. Patterson, counsel for the 
bank, said today that the trustees found 
they had enough money to pay the de- 
positors dollar for dollar but the money 
was tied up. It therefore became neces- 
sary to liquidate the assets in order to 
meet obligations. 

Representatives of one hundred and 
thirty labor organizations which helped 





to organize the bank, immediately on 
its closing began to arrange for meet- 
ings to consider plans for aiding the de- 
positors. The first notice of such a 
meeting was posted by the cutters’ 
union, Local No, 508, on the window of 
the bank, which was originally organ- 
ized for the benefit of wage earners. 

The institution was founded largely 
through the efforts of the late Wharton 
Barker, To insure a majority of wage 
earners on the board, the charter pro- 
vides that at least three-fifths of it shall 
consist of labor representatives. 

The bank, which adjoins the headquar- 
ters of the Federal Reserve Bank, was 
opened for business on February 1, 1922, 
with deposits of more than $500,000.

York Markets Narrows to the 
Smallest Differences of the Year. 


An active selling movement in cotton 
caused a loss of 22 to 33 points yester- 
day, carrying old-crop’positions to the 
lowest levels since January and new 
crops below any previous low record 
made since the middle of December. It 
was estimated that a few brokers dis- 
tributed 30,000 bales of October, a quan- 
tity of contracts that.not only supplied 
all demand at receding prices but 
widened the discount to 40 points under 
July. After breaking through 23.40 for 
October before midday, two rallies of 
10° points each took place as a result 
of strength in grain and securities and 
frost predictions west of the River, but 
these recoveries failed to hold. Foreign 
“‘straddle.interests’’ sold in New York 
during the day against purchases in 
Liverpool as the spread between the two 
markets narrowed to the smallest dif- 
ferences of the year. 

When rains first developed west of 
the River about two weeks ago, the 
tone of the Liverpool market underwent 
a material change. Heretofore this 
season the demand for American cotton 
in Europe. has been so keen that a firm 
market has continued in Liverpool con- 


tracts from month to month. Whether 
due to liberal supplies of raw material 
already secured or to recent develop- 
ments in wool circles, foreign prices 
have continued to lose ground without 
manifesting any tendency to recover. 
Quotations at Liverpool broke over 30 
English points yesterday, or more than 
20 points below last week’s low records 
and into new low ground for the move- 
ment.

PRIVATELY RUN BUSES 
UNSAFE, SAYS MILLS 


In Reply to Harkness Over Mu- 
nicipal Radio, He Calls Transit 
Board ‘Three Blind Mice.’ 


Characterizing the members of the 
Transit Commission as ‘‘three blind 
mice,”’ William Wirt Mills, Commis- 
sioner of Plant and Structures, denied 
in a speech broadcast from the muni- 
cipal radio station, WYNC, last evening 
the truth of the charge of Transit Com- 
missioner LeRoy T. Harkness that un- 
safe buses were permitted to run on the 
municipally supervised lines. Mr. Mills 
made a counter-attack and asserted that 
there were unsafe buses on lines operat- 
ing under franchises and therefore under 
the supervision of the Transit Commis- 
sion. 


“T bave looked over these lines oner- 
ated under the jurisdiction and control 
of the three blind mice,’’ said Mr. Mills, 
‘‘and I find these dangerous conditions: 

“Exhuast pipe in one whole class of 
buses on the same side as the gas tank 
and ending one foot from the gas tank, 
with the muffler proper three inches 
from the gas tank. In a_ collision 
rupturing the gas tank with the motor

running, there would be a serious fire 
hazard. 

“Emergency doors inthis same class 
of buses ‘obstructed” to use Mr. 
Harkness’s word, by seats. But in these 
buses, unlike the emergency - buses 
‘eperated under our jurisdiction, instead 
of the latch or lock of the emergency 
door being in full view, it is concealed 
under the seat, and the seat has to be 
removed before the emergency door can 
be opened. 

“In another class of buses operated 
under the jurisciction of these three 
blind. mice there is no emergency exit, 
the gas tank is located inside the bus| 
and the tank is filled from the inside, 
constituting a distinct fire hazard that 
is mitigated only by a glass and wood 
partition.

Silk Weighting on the Increase. 
An increase in the practice of weight- 


ing was described yesterday as one of 
the two outstanding developments in the 
production of broad silks, the other be- 
ing the notable swing toward the manu- 
facture of wide goods. According to 
silk manufacturers, weighting, when 
done up to a certain point, gives silks 
two very important qualities. These are 
handle and drape, which are indispensa- 
ble qualities for the present style vogue. 
Methods of weighting were said to have 
beén greatly improved, and are now de- 
scribed by manufacturers as on a scien- 
tific basis. At the same time it is rec- 
ognized that ‘unscientific’ weighting, 
or that beyond a certain percentage or 
inexpertly applied, has its serious draw- 
backs and results in an inferior, tender 
fabric.

Federal] Judge Bondy. The association 
controls about 70 per cent. of the busi- 
nes# of dressing and dyeing furs, and it 
was alleged that it~sought a monopoly 
by establishing ‘rules for its members 
and by seeking to discipline those mem- 
bers who failed to comply with the 
rules. ‘ 

The decision of Judge Bondy, accord- 
ing to Edwin F. Grosvenor of the law 


firm of Cadwalader, Wickersham & 
Taft, counsel for the association, is the 
first in any United States Court holding 
tnat the menibers of a trade association 
nay agree to withhold credit from cus- 
tomers who have not paid bills due to 
members which are undisputed and long 
overdue. 

Judge Bondy, in his opinion, states 
that the Government did not prove that 
the rules of the association or compli- 
ance with them by members, in any 
manner, directly or unduly, affected in- 
terstate commerce, or that the defen- 
dants intended to restrain or did re- 
strain interstate commerce. The opinion 
says that the defendants fixed no prices, 
but merel regulated the business of 
their members na way tending to pro- 
mote rather than restrain legitimate 
trade. 

“Nothing that me association did or 
could do under its by-laws,’’ the decision 
stated, ‘‘was injurious to any of ita 
members or the public. No one except 
a person looking for an unfair or dis-

This showed there were 1,010 
insolvencies in the fur trade in New 
York in that period, with aggregate iia- 
bilities amounting to $47,150,323.97, and 
that the creditors received less than 10 
per cent., so that the net loss to eredi- 
tors in the fur trade during those years 
exceeded $40,000,000. 

“The Government did not introduce. a 
single witness in an effort to prove in- 
jury to any one or the public, although 
this organvzation: has been functioning 
for over nine years and during this 
period thousands of transactions each 
month have ‘passed through the credit 
bureau.”’ *

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LATEST DEALINGS IN THE REAL ESTATE FIELD 


Building Totals Indicate 
Increase of Small Homes 


An examination made by the Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate 
Boards of the total number of con- 
‘reacts let for residential building 
projects for 1925 reveals that, while 
the number of projects is greater 
than that of 1924, the tetal number 
of buildings which they represent and 
the number of square feet of con- 
struction called for is decidedly .ess. 

The statistics show that the aver- 
age number of square feet of floor 
space for the projects planned to 
be erected in 1925 is 871 square feet 
less than the average for projects in 
1924. 

The indication here shown toward 
the bulding of single-family dwell- 
ings and duplexes perallels that 
found by the association's surveys of 
real estate market conditions. It 
probably also indicates a lowering of 
activity in the erection of large apart- 
ment buildings.
